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NTE famous Effects of the Cortex 
Peruvianus, 2 Curing of Agues, 
gave Me the firft Occafton of in- 
quiring into the Taltes of the 
Barks of Trees 77 our own Country; that I 
might fixd, which were like it: And from 
thence { proceeded to enquire into the Taftes 
of Herbs, for thefe Three or Four Years laff 
paft. 

LT had then no other Herbal by Me, Lut 
Mr. Ray's Catalogue of Englifh Plants: From 
whence I took the Names of Plants, and the 
Method of placing Them in an Alphabetical 
Order by Themfelves: But becanfe I could 
mot meet with all He mentions, I refolu'd 
to fupply that Defect from our Country-Gar- 
dens, and Apothecaries Shops, where I ta 
Sted fome Plants that were Dry and Old. 

Lhe Vertues of Thofe in the Shops being 
more experimented and known, I thought by

Them the better to underftand our Country- 
Herbs: And when Thad tafted, and fet down 
the Tattes and Odors of thofe Plants, J per- 
ceivd it was eahe for Me to give an Account 
of their Vertues Colleted by Diofcorides, 
Scroder, Etmuller, Mfr.Ray, and Others. By 
the Reading of Hippocrates, Diofcorides, and 
Galen, J found that the Antients had the 
fame Way of finding out the Vertues of Plants 
by their Tafte and Smell: Wich is moft 
evident in Galen’s Books of the Nature of — 
Simple Medicines; where I found the ‘Taftes 
and Odors of many Plants Defcribed, as I 
have done; which gave Me a great Satif- 
faction, when I found my Talte to azree with 
Theirs of former Ages ; which I had not read 
till I had finifht my Defcriptions of ‘Taftes 
and Odors. oe 

This Summer I vifited the Famous Phy- 
fick-Garden at Chelfey, i which I found a 
creat Number of curious Plants; but have 
not given the Taites of above Forty or Fifty, 
my Affairs not permitting Me to go above 
twice. I was pleasd with many Curiofities 
There, which the Ingenuous and obliging Mr. 
Watts fhewd Me; efpecially the Tree which 
bears the Jefuits Bark. We obferu’d a'Tur- 
pentine i it; and not the Laurel-Bitter 
Tafte, evident in ordinary Bark. I have 
fuce obfervd a ‘Turpentine-Smell in the 


° frefh 
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frefb Young Leaves of Laurel and Walnut ; 
and aljo of Black Currains, and fome Others. 
The Leaves of the Tree mentior’d, were then 
very Loung; and the'Tatte could not then be 
fo certainly defcribd, as it may be in the 
midft of Summer: But the Tafte of the Bark 
would beft difcover the Specifick Tafte azd 
Juyce of that Tree. I very much admire 
Mr. Watts's Ingenuity, in ordering his Plants 
into a Method for Learners; and in his Ar- 
tificial Heats for the more early Ripening of 
Fruit. “zs Tafte and Smell did very much 
agree with Mine; and did readily acknow- 
ledge my right Claling of many Plants. Iwas 
alfo obliged to the Company of Dr. Baynard, 
and Dr. Betts, funior ; who tafted fome Plants 
at Chelfey with Me, and concurr’d alfo in 
the Defcription of their'Taftes aud Smells. 

L have not wholly trufted to my own 'Vafte, 
in the Defcription of our Country Herbs, du: 
have confulted the .‘Tattes of all forts of Per- 
fous; and for that am oblig’d to divers Di- 


vines, Apothecaries, Chyrurgeons, Gentle- 


o 
women, avd Young Perfons, who have beex 


my Patients; whofe Fudzments, as Galen 


Says, is @ncorrupt and Onprejudicd. I muft 


needs acknowledge, that the Palats of Wo- 
men are more Critical than Meus, who ge- 
nerally dull it by \ntemperance and To- 
bacco.

I foall readily Retra&t any Error I have 
committed; Lut advife the Reader, not too 
confidently to conclude my Miftake on the fud- 
den: For it did require a lone Experience i 
Lattes, Zefore I could diftinguifh many Com- 
pofitions, ad Low to expres Them ; and I 
tok notice, that by tating many Things to- 
gether, TL could diftin ruifP nothing. | 

When I had Collected my Tattes and 
Smells, 7 fouxd it neceffary to Collect the known 
Vertues cut of Dictcorides, Mfr. Ray, and 
other Authors; that I might give an Ac- 
count of thofe Vertues by their Tatte and 
Smell: A which are mention’d in the Se- 
cond Part o/ this Eflay, which was firft wrote ; 
and out of which I made the Notions about 
Taftes avd Smells in general. So that if a- 
ny Alfertion be obfcure, for want of Iuftances, 
mn the Firlt Part, you may find Them in the 
Second: avd if the Reafon of the Vertue 
doth not appear clearly in the Vatte given 
in the Second Part, confult the Tafte in ge- 
neral in the Firlt. 

I added the 'Taftes of Refins,Gums, and 
Turpentines zv the Third Part ; -ecaufe they 
are the Oyly Specifick Juyces of Plants. 

Becaufe Plants grow ameng(t Minerals, 
and are at laft turned imto an Animal Sub- 
france, I thought fit to add what I knew of 
their Tattes; that thence the 'Taftes, Na- 
ture,

ADDENDA. 


Sphodelus, according to Galen, is 

A Bitter in the Root, like Sguzl/s ; 

and Acrid, like Dragons: But in 

the Botanicum Monfpelienfe, it is defcrib’d 

to be Acrid, with a Naufeous Sweetnefs. 
I only tafted the Leaf. 

I have given the Tafte of Veronica, in- 
{tead of Elatine; which, as Mr. Ray fays, 
is a Linaria. 

Fraxinella is like the True Dittany in 
Vertue, being Alexipharmack and Uterine s 
and not like Rue: The Roots are chiefly 
usd. 

Nummularia is not of a Terebinthinate- 
Smell, as I at firft thought it: for fince I 
could not obferve it to be fo. 

Prunella is Bitterifh-Aftringent, in the 
Root. , 

Pfeudo-Melanthium is rather a Lychnis, 
than Nigella; the Black Seeds tafting 
Sweet and Acrid. 

Radix-Rhodia: ‘The Root fmells like a 
Rofe. 

Ombilicus Veneris is not Biting; but 
may be accounted a Sedum.

Fart of my Book was tranfcrib'd; and fince, 
L have read it, and given fome Account of the 
Vertues There mention’d by him. 

L hope, I fhall make it manifeft, in the en- 
fuing Difcourfe, that there is no Vertue yet 
known in Plants, Lut what depends on the 
Latte and Smell, and may be known by 
them.

This was, certainly, tbe Foundation, on 
which the old Phyficians raised the Art of 
Phyfick; but they were Strangely led from 
it by Ariftotle’s Philofophy, which taught 
them to exprefs the Vertues of Medicines, 
by Hot, Cold, Moift, and Dry ; to which, and 
to Occult Qualities, they attributed all Ff- 
fects, neglecting the Information of their Sen- 
fes. . But We have now more Advantages, 

than 


To the Reader. 
than the former Ages. By Chymuftry we di- 


ftinguifh the Principles which produce each 


Tafte: And the Learn'd Mr. Boyl hath 
given us a clear and fatisfattory Account of 
Qualities: The Famous Malpighius, and In- 
genious Dr. Grew, have difcover'd the feve- 
ral Veffels of Plants; and the Laft hath gi- 
ven us his Curious Reflections upon Taftes. 
From the Famous Anatomifts of eur Age, 
Harvey, Willis, Lower, Needham, Gliflon, 
&Sr. we have a clearer Defcription of the 
Veflels, Vifcera, and Humours of Animals, 
than was known to former Ages. All which 
Improvements I found very ufeful to Me, in 
the Explication of the Vertues of Medicines 
by their Taftes : And therefore I ought, here, 
to acknowledge it, not having leifure to make

The chief 
Bufine{s of a Phyfician, being to chufe, and 
apply Taftes, and not to compound Medicines ; 
or 
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for That is done by Nature it felf: For in 
thofe Medicines We call Simple, there are 
divers Compounded Tattes. . 

L fuppofe, there is fome Fear upon Phyfi- 
cians, that they fhould do Themjelves fome 
Injury ; and therefore have been difcourag’d 
from Tafting: But, I hope, it will be con- 
fider'd, how difingenuous it is in fome Phy- 
ficians, who caufe their Patients ro Swallow, 
what they dare not Tafte Themfelves. 

_ The Corrofive and Narcotick Plants may 
be warily Tafted; and though fome of Them 
will, by being Tafted, get into the Stomach, 


yet a litle can do no Harm. It is true, that 


Gefner Poyfon'd himfelf; but it was by ta- 
king Iwo Drachms of Doronicum-Root, and 
not by tafting of it only. I cannot believe, 
I have receivd any Prejudice by Tafting, 
tbouth I have oft blifter’d my Mouth, and 
diforder’d my Stomach.

1. Bitter, which is compounded of Oy/, 
Acid and Earth; having an unequal Tex- 
ture; detergent, unpleafant: Compar’d by 
Dr. Wills, to the Head of a Teafle or 
Brufh. 

2. Aftrinzents are compounded of Acid 
and Earth; having a roughnels in Tex- 
ture, contracting. and exafperating. 

3. Mucilaginous is compounded chiefly 
of Oyl, Acid and Water ; and of a fmooth 
‘Fexture, cooling and moifltening. 

4. Punzent is compounded of an Oyl;- 
Acid, and with- fome Earth, united, by 
Fermentation, into Velatile Salts; or, by 
Fufion in the Fire, into Fixt Salts; both 
of which tafte Salt, Pungent, Penetrant, 
Drying, from their long tharp-pointed Fi- 
sures. | 
5. Sweet is compounded of a Rarefyd, 


and well-digefted Oy/, and Acid; whereby 


it is of aimeoth Texture, grateful, and 


eafily convertible into Bitter; having the 
fame Principles, by the Alteration of the 
Texture only. 


Note, 1 do-not find any Saltnefs natu-

fore, do not reckon-‘That a‘7a/fe amoneft 
Plants, becaufe the Natural Sa/t of Plants 
taites only Pungent.

Water in all Plants: which is fufficient- 
ly evident in Diftillations of them, and in 
their Juyces. ‘The Watry Part 1s fupplied 
by Rain and Dew; whofe great quantity 
this Year, (1685.) has made many Plants 
prodigioufly. great: But an the two laft 
dry Years, the want of them either dwarft 
them in their Growth, or hindred their 
Production, or preferved them not fuffici- 


ently. from the fcorching Heat. pt ‘eS 
the 
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the Vehicle of the other Principles, in 


which the Acid fwims readily; as alfo the 
Pungent Particles, and combine together ; 
as Acid and Alcalz: In this the Oy/s are 
mixed, by means of the Acid and Earth.

Almonds afford an Oy! by Expreffion, 
and a flimy Mucilaginous M/k in Emul- 
fions. 

Poppies are very Mucilaginous, and con- 
tain an Oy/, as appears by a Milky Juyce; 
and an Oy/ is prefled out of Poppy-feeds. 

Fenbane {mells Oyly, and is Mucilagi- 
nous, and feels Oyly, and Clammy ; and 
the Seed yields an Oy/ by Expreffion. 

Thele Plants that {mell of a rank Oy/, 
as Gofs-Flowers, and moft of the Pea-Tafte, 
are Mucilaginous: So that from thefe In- 
{tances, I may infer, that a crude Oy/ dilu- 
ted well with Water, makes a Mucilage;

If the Water be little, the Mucilage is 
thick, gummofe, clammy, or Mealy ; asin 
Comphrey, and Watery Gums: They ftop 
Fluxes, and correct {harp Humours.

Mucilages with a rank Oyly Smell, asin 
Gofs-Flowers, and the Pea-Lafte, are pro- 
per for Anodyne Oyntments. 


Mucilages with an’ Aromatick Sme//, ei- 
ther in Leaves or Flowers, as in Erigerum, 
and the Ez/y-kind: Thefe Mealy Mucilages, 
with a Lily-Smel, digeft, ripen and fuppu- 
rate Tumors. 2 


The Bitter Aucilages outwardly foften, 
and difcufs inwardly; are Vomiters and 
Purgers, being the trueft Character of 
Nawteoufnefs in Plants. 


_ Mucilages with Pungeney Acrid, as:in 
Lyfimachia; and thefe are properly Diure- 
| ticks: By the Mucilage, they {mooth the 
' paflages of Urine; and by their Acrid Salt, 
they diflolve Acid Tartareous Concretions 
in the Kidneys: 


Mucilages with a Narcotick SmeZ, by 
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their hot Narcotick Parts difcufs,-and allay 


pains; by their Mucé/azes; they foften-and 
are <Anod Lyne. 


Mucix 
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Mucilages with Aftringency, have their 
Tafte from the different parts of Plants ; 
as in Plantane-Seeds, the Husk is Aftringent, 
the Pulpy part of the Seed Mucilaginous.

‘HE Third Principle our Sex/es dit- 
cover in Plants, is Acid; percei- 

: vable by Za/fe and SmeZ, in Sor- 
rel, &c. This feems to affect the Zaffe 
with a cool Sharpnefs, not unlike the Spz- 


Vide Suiph. tét Of Sulphur; and is probably fupplied 


from the Aimeral Kingdom: This Acid 
has not the Bitterifhnefs of Nitre, nor the 
Saltnefs of common Sa/t, nor a Vitriolate 
Relifh from any Mineral ; but is pure cool 
Acid. 

The Cryftals of Zartar are fowre. 

Cryftals of Wood-Svrrel are alfo fowre, 
like Zartar: The Effential Salts of Plants 
differ not from Zartar. Vinegar is more 
Spirituous than the former, being a Winy 
Subacid Liquor. 


The 
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The Acid is obvious in the moft bitter 
Plants; as in Extracts of Worm-wood and 
Horehound, and in all Extraéts: In the 
Plant they are not perceived, becaufe of 
the Strength of the Bitternefs that affects 
the Palat moft; though the Acids temper 

the Bitter, and the Bitter the Acid. 
Acids are never alter’d in the Plant, fo 


as to lofe their Nature, though they un- 


dergo divers Mixtures; but when they are 


reduc'd into Volarile Salts, by being com= 


pounded with Oy/ and Earth. 


Acids moixt with much Water, are the 
pureft Acids. 


Acids mixt with a little Water, and much 
Earth, produce an Aftringent 7a/te. 


Acids with Water and Earth more loofly 
nuxt, produce a rough Zaffe; as in Shes, 
Which is a greater degree of Affringency : 
And in this Zaffe the Acid and Earth are 
in equal quantity. 


The Fourth Acid Compofition is Acid 
Oleofe,as in Terebinthinates : and thefe al- 
ways have an Aftringency joyn’d to the 


Bitternets, which arifes from the Oy/ and 


Acid in T ur pentine. 


Dr. Grew. 
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Dr.Grew aflerts, That many ftillatitious. 
Oyls, digefted with any ftrong Acid, will 
acquire a bitter Zaffe: And therefore, 
Myrrhe, Gentian, and all bitter Gums diftil- 
led, yield Acid Liquors. I fhall hereafter 
deduce the Bitternefs of Pants immediately 
from Turpentine ; but remotely from the’ 
muxture of Oy/ and Acid. 


Acid-Acrid, as in. Rofa Solis: In thefe 
the Volatile and Acid combine. And fince 
Rofa Solis is accounted a Cauttick, ’tis pro- 
bable, other Cauftick Plants may have the 
fame mixture. Thefe are proper for Treacle= 
Water to cool by their Acid, and fweat 
with their hot Parts, or to provoke Urine. 
Mixed Salts, and hot Hlerbs, tempered by. 
the mixture of Acid, are profitable in 
Fevers. 


- Acid fweet, fuch asin all Ripe Fruits, as 
Cherries, ripe Grapes ; thefe make the Acid 
more eafie to the Stomach, and lefs fretting, 
as in Spiritus Salis Dulcis: Thefe excite 
Appetite, and cool the Blood. 


Acid and Bitter; thefe promote @rine, 
aS in Alkakengi-berries, and Quicky-berries, 
and have an Auti-Febrile vertue from Acid 
and Bitter; asin Bezoardick mixtures,which 
are Bitter-Acid. Tie 
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The Effects of Acids in the Body are to 
coagulate, and fix Choler, and the Volatile 
Salts in the Blood, by uniting with the Sa/t, 
and rendring them like cominon Sal Ammo- 
niack s and 10 Acids become Diuretick ; .as 
alfo, by diflolving the gritty Matter of the 
Stone, and mixing with it, by coagulating 
the Serum of the Blood ; as Serum Sanguinis. 
turns white by the mixture of the Spirit of 
Nitre, and. by thickning. its Gonfiftence, 
whichis a lefs degree of Coagulation. 4- 
cids hinder the rarefaction of the Blood, 
and its Extravafation; asa! all Heats and 
Sweats; Cholerick Loofenefles, and Thirfts:

CHAP. 


ASTRINGENTS are, 


Either Warry-AfPringents, in which Wa- 
ter is moft plentiful; which are convenient 
in hot Difeafes, with Fluxes of Blood, or’ 
Stools; as Plantane, Kuot-Grafs. 

I diftilf'd the Roots of Flaggs in an open 
Fire, and had a great deal of Acid, and very 
little Fetid Oy/, and much Caput mortuums~ 
This was like the diftill'd Liquor of Woods. 


Bitter -Aftringents ; where the Aftrin= 
gency is mitigated by the Bitternefs, which 
depends on a crude Zurpentine : Thele, by 
their Bitternefs, make the Affringent Fa- 
culty more agreeable to the Stomach and 
Blood: By their Bitternefs they help and

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tafte. “Tis manifeft, that upon giving 
the Fefuits Powder, a tharpnels of Vrixe is 
fometimes obfervables and when it fuc- 
ceeds, the Water, which at firft look’d like 
Strong Beer, high colour'd, and reddith, 
turns after a while muddy; the feparable 
Feverifh Sediment is precipitated, and the 
top of the @rie is thin and clear, by the 
feparation of Parts: So that, after the ufe 
of the Fefuits Powder, whofe Vertues are 
evident to the Ta/fe, being bitter Aftrin~ 
gent, the prevailing Bitternefs preferves the 
mixture of the Blood, and the Aftringency 
feparates fome eafily-feparable Parts - 
Which not continuing in their right equal 
Mixture with the ref{t of the Blood, caufe 
the Fever, as being Heterogeneous, and 
raife a Fermentative Commotion for their 
Segregation. And itis ufual with Practi- 
fers, to suefs and affert the Alterations in 
the Blood, to correfpond to thofe obferva- 
ble in the Water. It may be, our Country 
cannot afford fuch an exa@ Mixture of 
Bitter and Aftringent,as inthe fefuits Bark ; 
but I believe it does. 
_ It may be, we carinot mix Bitter and 
Aftringent Taftes, in the fame Proportion, 
as Nature has done in the Cortex: How- 
-€ver, its evident, that thefe Qualities of 
Bitter-Aftringent are in the Cortex ; and we 
© 4 cannot 
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cannot imagine any other fo probable to 
work thofe Effects which it does; for Zor- 
mentil-Root and Cinquefoyl have been tryed 
and apptov'd in putting off Agues. 


Sweetifh Aftringents, or the Fern-Taftes, 


which have a flight Bitternefs alfo. Thefe 
Ferns are good Vulneraries, flop Fluxes, 
anid abate the Fermentation of the Blood 
in Hypochondriack Scurveys,by their Cru- 
dity and Aftringency : So Chalybeats, as Vi- 
triol of Mars, tafte (weet Aftringent; the 
Sweetnefs is moft perceptible in the Poly- 
pody-Root. In the Female Fern the Muci- 
lage is great; the Aftringency is evident 


in the Male, and in Lonchitis ; but in the” 


Leaves of Ofmunda, the Mucilage; in the 
Root, the Aftringency, Bitternefs, and Orrés 
Smell. Maiden-Hair is Sweet -Afiringent, 
which feems to me the true Character of a 
Fern-Tafte; though fome Varieties are ob- 
fervable, as I have noted.

He Fourth Principle our Senfes dif- 
cover in Plants, is Oyl, which 
produces Bitternefs, and Aromatick 

Taftes, plain Turpentine, and Fetid Smells, 

with a Zaffe contrary to an Aromatick, 

The moft crude ftate of Oy/ Vegetabie, 
is in Mucilages and Sweetne/s ; the next is in 

Bitters, which have their Jaffe from a 

Turpentine mixed with much Zarth, and 

fixed by an Acid; as the following Inftan- 

ces will convince. | 

 Hypericon Leaves, the Roots of Valeri 
an, Herb Robert, and efpecially the Leaves 
of Chamepitys, or Growndpine, tafte Bitter, 
and {mell of Turpentine : ‘The Tafte of 


Turpentine it felf, -is Bitter ; and {fo is the 
Tafte of moft Gums, which are the proauct 
of Turpentine Trees, and Plants; as Myrch, 
Ammoniacum, Kc. ) 

If we confider how many Plants are .A- 
romatick , arifing from Putine how 
many are Refinous , and the conftant 

C 
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ireshieh of many Zrees and’ Plants, which 

depends on Zurpentine C which did not 
Freeze in the hard Winters ); It will feem 
more probable that Bitterne(s depends on 
Turpentine, which is Compounded of Oy/, 
Acid and Gummines. 

Bitters yield a great deal of Oy/ by Di- 
ftillation, as Wormwood, Centaury, Bitter 
Almonds « Olives have alfo a Bitternels. 

The Milk of Bitter Pl mts, as Sonchus, 
Facea, and Cc Fema is exceeding Bitter ; 
and it muft needs be allowed, that the 
Milk is Oyl, diluted by much Water. Bit- 
zers have generally fome Fetid Smell, or 
Aromatick Od rat which thew us, that 
Bitter Plants 2 betihd in Oy/, trom whence 
Odors chie fly arife. The Flowers of O- 
yrange and Elders, ave Bitter’; and fo are 
the bras ‘ant Flowers of other Trees 5, as Sloe- 
faz} Fe Feffamy, Rofes, Flawihorne, Lilies of 

the Valley. 

I] he Zurpe utine in Bitie ers, is fixed by an 
Acid, which readily coagulates the O/eous 
Parts, if it bea {trong Acid but a mild 
Acid onty detains Oleous Particles in their 
mixture with Water ; as it appears by 


Milk; t for in the making of Butter , the 
Oyl is \ ifibly feparated in the form of Bur- 
ter : id rhe Acid, which kept it fluid, 1s 


, oP _——— at 
apparent ly in the Butter-milk. This Acta 
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by dividing the vifcous O/eous parts of the 
Butter, rendred it fluid in the M/k; and 
from thence its Whitenefs depends. 

In Diftillation of Fats and Oy/s, an Acid 
appears; asalfo inthe Diftillation of Gums, 
which may artificially be produced, by 
the mixing of Oy/ and Acid. 

On this Acid in Bitters, joynd with 
much Earth, an Aftringent Faculty de- 
pends, which is eminent in many Bit- 
ters. That much of Earth concurs to the 
production of Bitters, and fixing of Tur- 
pentine, appears, in that all Bitters produce 
much Sa/z, which we call. Fixed (this being 
nothing probably, but the Union of Acid 
and Earth by calcination) but the Oy/ in 
which the Bitternefs refides, is eafily dri- 
ven away by theFire, and remains not in 
the Salt or Earth; whence it isalfo proved 
to bean Oy/, fixed by its crude Aflociates, 
Acid and Earth. | 

I diftilled half a pound of Gentian Roots, 
in an Earthen Retort, in an open Fire ; from 
it was “ftilled an Acid Liquor, with the 
Water, and a Bitter Oy/, without any Vola- 
tile Sat; which confirms my //ypothe/ts, 

of Bitternefs being an Oy/ fixed by Acid: 
and the Caput Mortuum exceeded, all the 
Liquor in the Receiver.

they imitate the effects of Bezoartick mix- 

tures, confifting of Bitter and Acid.

§. If. Or Hot Bitters. 


A middle ftate of Vegetable Oy/, is ob- 
fervable in 7: urpentine Plants, as in Eyperi- 
con; and their Sme# and Taffe will evince 
them to be pure Turpentine; their Taffe is 
Bitterifb and Affringent, and their Smell 
Terebinthinate : in thefe the Acid fixes 
much on the Earthy Parts, and produces 
an Afiringency ; whereby the Oy/ is more 
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loofned fromit. It’s well known, that all Vide Suipi.. 


Turpentine and Gums have a latent Acid, 
whence they are more eafily diftilled by 
additions of Abforbents?, and their true 
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Vertues beft Extracted by Ziuitura Salis 
Tartari, The Vertues of Turpentine Plants 
depending on the Oy/, are Pectoral, Clean- 
feng, and Diuretick ; and by their A/tringent 
Faculty {topping ; but by both Vulnerary: 
for what better Vulnerary can there be, 
than that which is Cleanfimg, and Aftrin- 
gent, and {mells Balfamick ; as Turpentine 
Plants > Thefe Plants do bear the name of 
Balfamick, which are Terebinthinate and A= 
romatick ; as Botrys, Mecha-Balfam, Funiper, 
Ladanum fezetum; and thefe are more a- 
sreeable to the Stomach, than ordinary Zar- 


pentine ; and befides, their Vulnerary Fa-- 


culty may be Cordial, they being allo Are- 
matick. 

To thefe I muft add another Clafs of 
Balfamicks,which having Turpentine in their 
Smell, give a Smelt like dead Nettle ; fo in 
red Lamium there is a Turpentine flavor, 
but another Sme/ is perceived allo. In Pa- 
nax coloni, and. Sideritis, there is the fame 
Dead-Nettle Smell; and‘in Galeopfis both 
Smells are perceivable. 

A third degree of Balfamicks is in the 
Geranium Mofchatum, and Geranium Columbi- 
yum, which talte Aftringent,& fmell of Must ; 
and fince other Geraniums {ell of Turpen- 
tine, but thefe of Musk, 1 do fuppofe that 
the higheft ftate of the Oy/ Vegetable, 1s a 
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rarefied Zurpentine, which thereby becomes 
Odoriierous: Hence Zerebinthinates taken 
inwardly, after a farther feparation from 
their Acid, by the Salts of the Blood, caufe 
a Violet Smell in the @rize, becaule Aro- 
maticks produce the fame effects in the 
Urine ; therefore Aromatick Odors,and Tur- 
pentine, are of an agreeable nature. Many 
Turpentine Balfams are of an Aromatick 
Smell, as Balfam de Tolu, Balfam Meche, 
Balfam Peruvian, Benjamin, Storax; and 
many Herbs, as Ladanum fegetum, and Bo- 
trys, which have a Fragrant Terebinthinate 
Smel; and fo has Funiper, Cedar, and Saf- 
fafras ; befides Oyl of Turpentine will eali- 
ly extract thefe Fragrant Oy/s from Vege- 
tables, and is frequently mixt with them 
by Sophiftications; whence I may argue, 
that they differ only as Turpentine is mixt 
with a latent Acid; and as the other are 
more pure from Acid; and therefore more 
Ethereal or Odoriferous : The Roots of Va- 
lerian {mell like Zurpentine, and the Flow- 
ers like Feffamy a little dryed. 
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Strong Bitters, with a Fetid Odar, as 


Ballote; thefe by their Bitternefs correct 


Acids in the Stomach and Blood , and by 
their Fetidnefs amend the Acid in the 
Nervous Juyce, and cause an equal expag- 
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five motion of the Spirits, and prevent thei! 
tinequal diftribution into fome Nerves, as 
in Fitsof Convulfion, Tia 


Strong Bitters, with a Pungency, or A- 
crid Bitters, asin Celandine; thefe correct 
Acids, and open Obftructions alfo, by 
giving a quick motion to the Blood, which 
is done by their Volatile Bitter Oy/, and Vo- 
fatile Pungent Salt , on Which their Tafte 
and Vertue depend. ) 


Strong Bitters Aromatick, as in Wormwood 
and Eupatorium Cannabinum, they work by 
their Volatile Oy/ and Sa/t on the Blood, 
and Stomach ; whence they are accounted 
Antidotes againtt Coagulations, Venoms, and 


F eftilential Infections. 


Strong Bitters only, or pure Bitters, with- 
out amy Aromatick or Fetid Odor, or Puit- 
gency ; fuch isthe Bitternefs in Bitter Al- 
monds, and Centaury, their parts are more 


fixed than any of the other Strong Bitters: ¥ 
Thefe cleanfe the Stomach from Acid | 


Phlegm; open the Liver, by correcting the 


coagulating Acids in the Blood ; they mix 
with A ids, aud pafs by Urine ; they pre- 
ferve the Blood from coagulation, and help 
the office of the crude Bile in Flydropical 
Cackextes, 
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Cachexies: they have an AftriCtion by their 
Acid and Earthy Parts, which abounding in 
Bitters, help the Oy/ in correcting Aczds. 
The Principles of Bitters united by the 
Fire, produce fixt Sa/ts, which correct Acids 
better than Bitters; which alfo act as fixt 
Salts in all their effects. J 


_ Elder-Bitters and Smells , as in Scrophu- 
daria; thefe have a difcuffing Faculty out- 
wardly, by their Fetidve/s and Bitterne/s. 


Naufeous Taftes, which are, 


1. Naufeous-Bitter, which depends on a 
compofition of Mucilage and Bitter, as in 
Bryony-Roots, Squills, Berries ot Spina Cer- 
vina, and Fox-Gloves; the Mucilage in the 
Stomach relaxes the Fibres, and caufes the 
Bitter to ftick longer on them; and fo to 
act more ftrongly in Vomiting and Purg- 
ing; the fame Zaffe is in Folygala and 
Sena, 


2. A Naufeous Taste depends on a {weet 
Bitter, mixed with Mucilage and Pungency, 
as in Aloes, Agarick, Rubarb : And Docks 
want only the Sweetnefs; but have Bitter, 
Slimy, Sub-acrid A/fringency. 


3. Too 
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3- Too much Sweetne/5 is Naufeous; fo iS 
Manna, FToney, Polypody-Root ; a Sliminefs 
or Gumminefs is in Floney and Manna, 


4. Too much Bitter is Naufeous : Thus, 
in {weet Gal/, the over-much Sweet or Bit 
ter, over-impregnates the Papille in the 
Mouth and. Stomach, and caufe an averfion 
in the Stomach ; as too much Light offends 
the Eyes, and makes them Water. 


5. Anill Smel/ gives a Naufeoufneds ; asin 
Aron Pouches, whofe Smell will make any 
one vomit: And fuch have been the Smells 
of many Herbs w hich I bottled with warm 
Water, as Henbane ? and Spurce. 

In Zaftes depending on a Volatile Oyl of 
Vegetables, ( Cwith w ae is mixed a Pun- © 
sent Volatile Salt) this Oyly Salt produces 
either an Aromatick or Fetid Smell, and a 
pleat fant Aromatick or Offenfive 7: afte. The 
Tafte is Aromatick, when the Senfe is briskly 
affected, and a pleafing Agitation of Spirits 


produced. ; 
Aromaticks affect both the Smel/ and 
T afte dean - they have a motion of 


Particles and Text re, sorecite to the 
Motion and ‘Texture of Spirits : Spirits of 
Vegetables differ nothing from their Oyly 


Salts ; but by their being largely diffuted 
in 
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in a Vehicle ; and an Oyly Salt is a Spirit 
contraéted, and without a Vehicle. 


‘The effects of Aromaticks onthe Body, 
areto warm the Stomach, and difculs Wind : 
and thefe conftitute the Clafs of the Sweet 
Aromaticks, or Fennil-Taftes: Thefe are ac- 
counted Carminatives, becaufe they rarefie 
the flatuous exhalations from the Chyle, in 
the prime vie, and fo difcufs them. ‘Thefe 
by their Sweetnefs allay the fharpnefs of 
Rheums, and lenifie their Acrimony : They 
are full of an Oyly Salt, by which they 
open the Paflages of the Lungs and Kidneys = 
They extraordinarily difcufs Tumors out- 
wardly, by opening the Pores, and attenu- 
ating the matter included: The fame 7afle 
is {pread through all the parts of the Plans, 
by the Oyly Salt: Thefe Plants are umbel- 
liferous. 

An Oy/ may be diftilled from thefe 
Plants, which hasthe 7a/fe, Smell, and Ver- 
tue of thele Plants : Whence J conchide, 


the Zaffe and Smell to proceed from the 


Oy/ and Volatile Sa/t aflociated. 


The Second Clafs of Aromaticks, is the 
Bitterifh Aromaticks, as Rofemary, Marjo- 
ram, Bafl, Calamint, and Penny-Royal: By 
their Bitternefs adjoyned to their V olatile 
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Qy! and Salt, they’ correét Acids in the 
Stomach, cleanfe the Lungs, and open Obe 
{tructions in the Glands, caufed by coagu- 
late Serum. The fame effect is produced 

by the Saline Pungent Oyl, in altering the 
Acids in the Glands.of the Brain, in cor- 

recting and attenuating its Lympha, and 

Saccus Nervofus ; which, as all other Glan- 
dulous Humors, are prone to Stagnation, 
and Acidity : Thefe Aromaticks by exciting” 
their Motion, correcting Acidities, and 
thereby rendring’the Succus Nervofus more. 
Volatile.deferve the name of Cephalicks sand: 
it's not improbable, that the Volatile parts: 
difpofe the Medicine to circulate towards’ 
the Brain, as Windy Liquors difturb the 

Head, and no other part. Thefe Mediz: 
cines evacuate Serum from the Blood, pro- 

mote its circulation, and attenuate all the 

Humors of Chyle, Serum, Lympha, and Suce. 
cus Nervofus; thefe agree in Virtue with 

the Fenuil Clafs, except that thefe work 

more by their Birretnets as well as by the 

Pungent Oy/. 

The fame Zafte in thefe is {pread through 
the whole Plant; only the Bitternefs de- 
pends on a fixt Oy/ or Zerebinth; but the 
Aromatick onthe Oyly Salt. 


Aromatick-Acrids, as Pepper,Ginger; ee 
have 
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have a very Acrid Volatile Sa/t and Oy/. 
All Aromaticks are Cordial, by rarefying 
the Blood by their Volatile Parts; but the 
Acrid-Aromatick is the higheft,hav ing moft 
Volatile Sa/t in it: whereas the former 
have more Oy! than Salt. Thele Acrid-.4- 
romaticks have either a Sweetnels, or Bit- 
ternefs.; arid may be referred to the for- 
mer Claffes. 


Aromatick-Aftringents:, As Aromaticks, 
they are Cordial ; and from their 4/rin- 
gency, they ftrengthen the Fréres of the

refaction of the Blood by their fragrant 
pungent Oy/.

ceived. 

That a Fetor proceeds from Oy/s, appears 
by the Smell of Rancid Oy, and all diftill'd 
Oyly Subftances ; as Fat, Buiter, and Oy/- 
Olive diftilld. 

That a Fetor, in the higheft Degree , 
has alfo a Volatile Sa/t admixt, is proved 
by the Excrements of Avimads, putrefied 
Flefh, rine, Blocd, and putrefizd Vegeta- 
bles; which yield a Volatile Saiz. Tt does 
appear by divers Heyps bottled with Wa- 
ter for two Months, that a Fetor is pro- 
duced; from the Mucilaginous, 2s Mallow- 
Leaves; from the Brtter, as Artichoak- 

| Leaves ; 
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Fetidnefs, as Heubane-Leaves; from the 
Excoriaters, as Spurge : ‘Thefe fmelling like 
the Excrements of Avimals. Horfe-radifp 
{melt like Garlick» Sorrel like Hor/ é-dung. 
Putrefaction concurts to produce thele Fes 
tors, by Separation of a Volatile Oy/ and. 
Salt, from the Acids and ‘Earthy Parts of 
the, Plants: So Spirit.of Soot has an Oyly 
Salt ; and the Fetid Oyly Sulz.is eafily fe- 
parated from Crine and.Blood, after Pu- 
trefaction. _Many <Acrid Plants areé Fetid ;. 
fo Sophia C hirurgorum, and the Pouches of 
Aro, are abominable. Cotula Fetida, Net-, 
tles, Garlick, and Oxyoas, have an Acrid 
Zafte, and are very Fetid: So is Galba= 
tum, Affa Fetida, and Sagapenum. Divers 
Bitters are Fetid, as ftinking. Horehound ; 
and all-Elder-Smells, .as Scrophularia, are 
Bitter-Fetid : So the ftinking Gums are Bit- 
ter, as well as Acridand Fetid,, 
_ Fhe Macilazinous are allo Fetid, AS 1k 
Atripley olida, ‘That. there is but-a Dif- 
ference in degree betwixt Aromatick, and 
fetid: Plants, appears by many, Inftances ; 
as Galeopfis {ells Perid at firft handling; 
alterwards Aromatick. ‘The Flowers of Va- 
lerion are very ftrong, and. offenlive at 


Leaves; from the WNarcotick,an exceeding 


Arlt getting; after alittle drying, they are’ 
Aromatick : So in the Preparations of Musk 
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and Civet, if ina great quantity, or while 
frefh, they ftink; afterwards, in a {mall 


quantity, they are more grateful: So the 


Leaves of Coriander ftink; but the Seed’ 1s 
Aromatick. Elder-Leaves are Fetid, yet the 
Flowers are very Fragrant; fo are the Flow- 
ers of Saponarta, though the Leaves re- 
femble E/der. The Bloffoms of moft Trees 
are Fragrant, though the Leaves {mell - 
Crude.

and Stagnation in thé Swtcus Nervofus, 
which is difpofed to them, as all other Glan- 
dulous Liquors be. :

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- Narcoticks have all of them an heavy 


oftenfive Smell, like Poppies, or Solanum ; 
or have a {weet heady Sme¥, like Roots of 
Bears-Ears. 


Milky-Narcoticks tafte Mucilaginous,Bit- 
ter, and Acrid; as Poppies, and Lettice: 
The Milky Juyce is a Argument of an 
Oyl, and the Acrid of a Volatile Sa/z ad- 
jeyned. Opium is a Bitter-Acrid, has a Re- 
fin, and Gum inflammable: Though it’s ea- 
fily extracted by the Spirit of Wine, yet 
the Bitternefs and Acrid, in which its Ver- 


tue is founded, is moft corrected by Spi- 


rit of Vinegar, Fuyce of Lemons, Fuyce of 
Ruinces, or any other Acid, as well as by 
drying it,and evaporating fome Part of the 
Narcotick Fume. 


The Second Cla/s may be of Bitterith, 
Sub-acrid, Mucilaginous Narcoticks ; as So- 
lanum Lethale, Bacciferum, Stramonium, Cy- 
noglofjum: Befides the Pungency, Solanum 
Lignofum has a Bitternefs: The Roots of 
Cynoglofs boyld, {mell like Spirit of Harts- 
fiorn. :

By the afore-mentioned Inftances it aps 
pears, that Opiates have very hot Bffluvi- 
vms, which offend the Smell. By the fame, 
Opiates inwardly produce Sweat in fo imall 
a quantity as one or two grains; and are 
very Fetid by their Oyly Acrid Salt, which 
runs through all the Clafies of Opzates. 
The Bitternefs and Sweetnefs in fome Op7- 
ates, no way conduce to encreafe their So- 
porifick quality, but are different in many 
Opiqtes. , | 
~” Narcoticks taken inwardly, immediately 
affect the Nerves in the Stomach, and pro- 
duce an heavinels there ; which Ihave been 
qn aims age enti 
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fenfible of, in tafting the Solanum, and Pop- 
pies; and they cannot pafs a Digeftion and 
Separation, nor by a circulation arrive at 
the Brazn, fo foon as their effects are pro- 
duced therein: Therefore Narcotick Fumes 
muft pafs through the Pores of the Nerves, 
and begin to fix the Spirits in the Membranes 
andNerves of the Stomach; by which a /ta- 
por is communicated to the reft. Something 
of the Opiares pafles a Digeftion ,. and at- 


terwards a Circulation through the Blood ; 


where it makes no alteration by its Narco- 
tick quality ; but being Bitter and Acrid, 
it produces a Diapborefis, as others of that 
Taffedo. in the Nerves thefe Narcotick 
Fumes weaken the brisk expanfion of the 
Spirits, ( which caufes waking .) and their 
too great Agitation, ( which caufes pain ) 
and likewife ftops their Tumultuous mo- 
tion in Convulfions, and the violent motion 
of the Heart and Pulfeas wellas any Flux of 
Humors whatfoever, by abating the violent 
contractions of the irritated Fibres. Hu- 
mors that are Acid are corrected by. the 
Acrid Tafte and Bitternefs ; but Choler can 
no other ways be helped, but by abating 
the Acid combined with it, and making it 
corrofive,as wellas by {topping the motion, 
and evacuation of it. From the Symptoms 
allayed by Narcoticks, 1 argue, That they 
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work not as Oy/s and Volatile Sa/ts, though 
they have them ; for they rather produce 
an expanfion, agitation, and tumule in the 
Spirits: And I alfo conje@ure , that the 
Narcotick Faculty is beft deducible from 
{uch a combination of the Volatile Oy/ and 
Salt, with a Mucilage, as to gain thereby a 
particular Figure, Motion, or Texture; by 
reafon of which, it weakens the motion of 
the Spirits, and in too great a quantity de- 
ftroys their fluidity. 

Burnt Alum mixt with Gun-Powder, de- 
{troys its Elaftick force, and weakens the 
burit of a Guz. Water lofes its fluidity 
by the {mall Particles of Cold: And Mer- 
cury is made Solid, by the Fumes of Lead. 
Nothing can be more eafily fixt, by di- 
vers additions of other things, though in 
it felf it has a greater Agitation of parts 
than other fluids, which being ftopt in 
their internal motion, become Solids ; and 
it Opzates do weaken or deprive the Ner- 
vous Juyce of its Internal Agitation, from 
thence all their Phenomena may be ex- 
Pinte CC) 
All Narcoticks have offenfive Smells, b 
which we are taught by Nature to avoid 
them ; and this Antipathy can proceed 
from nothing, but the difagreeable Texture 
and Motion“of the Narcotick Fumes t6 ‘our 
A ae Spirits: 
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Spirits: Opiates caufe not Sleep, unlefs in 
seat quantity, in Confumptive Bodies ; 
for inthem, a little quantity troubles the 
Head,and difturbs theSpirits withGiddinefs, 
becaufe their Spirits are very hot and fiery, 
and their motion, for want of a ferofe Ve- 
hicle, very violent; but it feems not pro- 
bable, as fome conjecture, that one grain of 


Opium fhould force fo much Serum to flow 
| to the glandules of the Brain,as to fill thenr, 


and produce Sleep, by too much diluting 


_the Spirits: Whereas we frequently drink 


a full Gallon of Water, or other Liquors, 


| which fupply a greater quantity of Serum, 


without caufing Sleep.’ Opiates by their 
tharp Acrid Sa/t ftimulate, as Venereals - 


| and by their Bitter Sliminefs andAcrimony, 


they purge. 

A flimy Maucilage attends Opiates, which 
outwardly has a good effect to temper 
Heat in Inflammations; whilft the Efluvi- 
ums that are Narcotick, abate the Agitati- 
on of Spirits: , : 

__ By their Mucilage; Opiates may repel,and 


_ alfo inwardly given, by the fame they 
_ allay fharpnefs of Couzhs, and corrofive 


Salts; whilft their Narcotick Fumes fix the 
motion of Humors, by robbing the Spirits 


of their Activity ; by their Bitter-Acrid 
| they difcufs; and by their Aducélages mollifie 


Tumors ; 
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‘Tumors; as inwardly, their Bitter-Acrid 
corrects the Acid ; the Mucilage. tempers 
the Choler ; and for this end the Poppy-Sy- 
reps and Waters, are the beft ; having more 
Mucilage than Acrid or Bitter. But Opium 
more Bitter and Acrid, than. Mucilage ; 
wherefore it is more convenient in Acid

The mixture of other Principles with 
the Salt , hinder its greenning of the Sy- 
rup of Violets: So a Decottion of Harts- 
Fforn for the fame reafon, will not do what 
the Spirit does in turning the Colour. 


' It's well known that Vinegar, and. other 


Acids, as Lemmon, Citron, Sorrel, do bett 
correct the Pungent Acrimony of the Ve- 
getable Sa/ts; and therefore Vinegar is u- 
ied in Salers; Oy/ is uled for the fecuring 
of the Stomach from their corrofive Acrie 
mony: Yet the Acrid Salt of Vegetables 
will not ferment with Acids, as the Anie 
mal Salts do. Juyce of Arox-Roots, and 
Spirit of Scurvy-Grafs, will not ferment 
with Oyl of Vitriol, ) 
_ Thefe different Claffes, I have obferved 
in the Volatile Salts of Plazts. 
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_ The Watry- Acrid having a punzent Smell, 
like Muftard or Scurvy-Graf, and the Cref- 
jes: ‘Fhefe have a tolerable Pungency, and 
but a little Oy/ with their pungent Salt. 
Fhe Vertue of thefe Crefs-tafted Plants, is 
frit from their Sa/ts, which excite Appe- 
tite, and volatilize the Acid Ferment in the 
Stomach, and therefore are Stomachicks : 
in the Blood they. amend the coagulating 
Acids ,. open Obftructions in the Spleen 
and Brain , and all the -Glandules; and 
therefore are Axtifcorbutick, Splenetick, Drm 
wretick, and Sudorifick ; outwardly they dif- 
cufs, and have the. Virtues of Volatile 
Salts, in Pats, and Scald-Heads, and Score 
butick Spots. 

By the Watry crude Parts adjoyned,they 
temper their own Acrimony, and make it 
more agreeable to hot Bloods ; as in Brook- 
lime. 1 diftilled Colewort-Roots , which 
tafted like Aforfe-Radi/h ; and had an Acid 
mixt with Pungency , which would not 
turn Syrup of Violets ; this diftillation was 
in Sand, in a glafs Retort. There are mar 
ny degrees of Pungency in this Clafs ; fo 
that choice may be made for particular 
Conftitutions. 

here is a Bitternefs in. many of this 
Clajs, which helps the Operation of the 
Acrid : if the Acrid prevails, they belong 
| Se 
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to this Clafs; if the Bitter, they are refer- 
rible to the Bitfers with Acrimony. 


The fecond C/afs of Volatile Sa/ts, is in 
rank Zaffes, and {mells like Garlick and 
Onyons, whole Smells are rank. Fetid, and 
their Zaffes ‘very pungent Hot. From 
For fe-Radifh Leaves, bottled up with Wa- 


ter two Months; and from their fmelling 


| like Garlick, as well as from their pungent 


Zafte, and quick flying up the Ne/e and 
Fyes, hike Sal-Ammoniack, 1 conclude, that 
the Cepaceous kind, would very properly 
conftitute afecond degree of Volatile Salts, 
and a much ftronger than the former. 


They correct Acids, and Phlegm in the 


Stomach; and excite Appetite by their Pun- 


gency: they attenuate the Ph/egm in the 


Lungs, and open Obftructions there, by 
their Volatile Sat ; and theretore are good 
Pettorals and Stomachicks: They alter the 
Blood, as Volatile Salts; and are good a- 
saint Infection, and the Scurvy; and as 


Diureticks, by their Salts they are good 


for the Dropfe : outwardly they ditcuts 
more than the former C/a/s ; and their Mu- 


ccilaginous Roots are emolfient,and ripen 4- 


poftumes ; and by their Sa/t they draw forci- 
bly, and difcufs and attenuate. Zh/a/p: taftes 


dike Horfe-Radifh, and fells like Garlick.

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. UIE. The third, and higheft degree of Vege? 
table Acrid-Salt, isinthe Exulcerators, Ves 
ficatories, or CorrofiveT aftes : Thefe have an. 
Acrimony that deftroys. the Organ. of 
Tafting ; as among Animals a fierce Vola- 
tile Sa/t is in Cantharides, which is Vefl- 
¢atory: And ftrong Spirit of Sal-Ammoniack » 
blifters the Zongue. So in the firft Cla/s of 
Exulcerators, there is a very Acrid Tafte, 
and quick pungent Scext, depending on the 
Salt only ; the Plant being Watry, having: 
no ftrong Oyly Sme#: and thefe may be © 
called Watry Exulcerators ;. as the Ranune 
culus, Anemone, Aron, Dragons, Ranunculus 
flamimeus : Veficatories pierce the Pores, and 
by their. pungent: Acrimony irritate the 
Glandules in the Cutis, to fend forth their 
Serum, and feparate the Cutiula into a 

The Corrofives have a higher degree of 7 
‘Acrimony ; they pierce the Cuticula and 
Cutis, with Pain; they alter and tear them. 
Pores, drive. out their Serum ,_.and- 
thereby induce an’ Ger, and corrofion of 
the Cutis. 

a Note, ‘That the firft Clafs is Vefcatory, 
or Corrofive Watry. 
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Salt is mixt with a hot fiery Oy; asin 
Euphorbium, Ivy-Gum ; and thefe Plaxts 
have a {trong Sme/, with an Acrid Tafte. 
The Milky or Refinous Exulcerators, have 
an Oy/ more fixt, joyned to an Actd-Acrid 
Salt; as Tithymalus, and Efula; and thefe 
fmell Acid, rather than of any hot Scent. 
Mezereon, and. Laurésla, have a faint Lily 
Smell. in thefe the Oy/ is not much coné 
ducing to any Corrofiveneis: But thar de 
pends on the Volatile Sa/t alone, made 
more Volatile by addition of fome Oy/, 


The third Clafs of Corrofives, is inthe 114, 
Atrid- Acid ; as Rofa Solis, which is accoun- 
ted Veficatory,; but very mid, the Acid 
being contrary to Volatility. 


Acids mixt with Minerals; as in Cry-. 
Jtals of Silver, and Agua Regia,become €or- 
rofive ; and divers other Minerals, whicty . 
are not in thémfelves very tharp, by their 
mixture, become Corrofive; as appears by 
Sublimate. L7me has armrxed Sat, This 
fort of Corrofivene/s happens in the fixt . 
Salt of fome Plants ; as in the Salt of Afh- 

ree, ‘tvs | 

Acids become Corrofive' in the Fire, by 
their feparation from Earthy Parts: as in 
Salt-Peter Spirit ; Oyl of Vitriol, Agus 

Fortis, 
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Fortis, and Spirit of Vinegar ; but this way I 
know no Plants Corrofive : The Acid of 
Plants cannot be fo attenuated by Digefti- 
on inthe Plant, as that of Minerals is in 
the Frre. | 
_ Fixt Salts in Soap-Afhes, by being uni- 
ted in a folid form, act all together, and 
focorrode. So a Veficatory is made out of 
Athes of Afh-Tree ; but this way cannot 
happen in Plants, becaufe there is naturally 
no fixt Sa/t in them, but what is made by 
frre. : 

Oyls of themfelves cannot be Corrofve ; 
they pierce by their tenuity, but cannot 
corrode ; their Pungency is from the Sal¢ 


only, though their Heat and Sme/ is from 


the Oy/; but generally the Corrofrves have 
no Sme/,, or inconfiderable ; where it would 
not happen, if the Oy/ were Corrofive: 
whence I conclude, that fuch a Ta/fe de- 
pends on the Volatile Sa/ diluted with 
Water, or fharpned by the addition of Oy/, 
though crude, as in Zzthymalus ; but aa 

cially by a Volatile Oy/,. as in Euphorbium. 
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Of Sweet Taftes. 
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i? SHIS Za/te depends on an equal Mixe 
: ture of the Principles of Plaats : 
The Acerb, Auftere, Woody Fruits 

become Sweet, Fragrant, and Spirituous, 
when ripen’d by the Heat of the Suz, like 
a Chymical Digeftion, that {eparates 

| the Principles, and produces a loofer Mix- 
| ture; and the Sweet Fruits, by Dittillati- 
' on, afford a Spirit ; fo that, an Acid from 
| the Crudity, and Spirituous Oy/ and Sa/t 
' from the Ripeniefs, are evident in Sweet 
' Laftes. A Mucilage appears in Liguorifh, 
and an Oyly Smef in the Flowers of the 
| Pea-Tafte. Sugar has both Oyl and Acid : 
So that from different Sweet Taffes, you

§.1. Of Cool Smells iz Plants. 


Zarthy, which fmell of Earth +> with 
which is joyn’d a Mucilage.as in Mujbromes ; 
Or elfe they are dry Planrs,as Moffes. And 
this Smell of Earth muft needs argue a 


Crude Plant. 


E 2 Sorrels 
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Sorrel-Smells, or Acid, or Sowre : Thefe 
fhew the Acid to abound in a Plant, and 


the Vertues depending thereon ; as in Sor- 
rel, OG. 


A Crude or Graffy-Smel, refulting from 
an indigefted Mixture of Acid, and Earth, 
and Water; asin Plantane. A Crude Smell 
indicates a cooling Quality, fit for infla- 
med Blood, and over-fermented Humors: 
And outwardly thefe P/ants are repelling, 
and of a cooling Quality. 

In the Plants which have the SmeZs a- 
bove-mentioned, there is not fo great a 
Digeftion of their Juyce, as to attenuate 
it, and rarefie it, fo far as to emit brisk 
Particles to affect the Senfes, like Oy/ or 
Volatile Salts of Plants. 


§. IL. Of Temperate Smells. 


Temperate Smells of Plants are mixt of 
Hot and Cold, being Mellowy-Sweet ; fuch 
as 1s in Ripe Fruits, as in Apples, &Xc. 

This Smef arifes from an higher Dige- 
{tion of the Crude Juyce in Fruits, by the 
Heat of the Sw; which produces that e- 
gual Mixture of Principles, which 1s moft 
asreeable to the Body. of Aximals,, tor 
their Food; and by this Smed,and the 4- 

romatick, 
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romatick, they choofe it naturally. Moft 
Fruits may, by afarther Fermentation, be 
prepar'd to yield an inflammable Spirit ; and 
therefore, /ruits fermented in the Stomach, 
yield a brisk Spirit to the Blood. 

And by their cid, (which appears to 
the Tafte and Smef after Fermentation) 
they cool the Blood and Choler, and ex- 
cite Appetite. A grateful Acid may be fmelt 
in the Stomachs of Birds, which feed on 
Hips ; from which I have made a very 
srateful Spzrzt, by Fermentation. In Sur- 
feits of Fruits, the Fermentation of them 
is carried on toa Putrefaction ; which hap- 
pens frequently, when Fruit is eaten by a- 
ny Perfon when he is very hot ; or elie the 
Fruit lies in the Stomach crude, and un- 
fermented, very Acid, and Griping, as it 
happens to cold Stomachs. 


§. TI. Of Hot Smells. 


Hot Smells ave either Agreeable, or Of- 
fenfive. 


Agreeable Flot Smeks are 


1. Lerebinthinates ; in which the Oy! of 
Plants is more rarefy’d, than in any ot!ex 
of the former Smes; but yet it is mixt 
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with, and fixt by an Acid: And this Sme// 
indicates a Vulnerary Quality, by refem- 
bling the Smed/ of Turpentine. A Balfamick 
Smell depends on a State of the Oyl of 
Plants, betwixt a Turpentine and Aroma- 
tick Smell; as in Botrys, Ladanum fege- 
tum, Xe. 

2. Aromaticks; in which the Oy/ is lefs 
fixt than in the former, there being lefs Acid 
mixt with it, (which appears in the Aroma- 
tick Aftringent : ) In Aromaticks, there is a 
Bitternefs, or Sweetnefs, with an Acrimony. 
All Aromaticks are Cordial. 

3. Fragrant Smells in which the Senfe of 
Smelling 1s highly pleas’d, by the Odor de- 
pending on the higheft rarefy’d Oyl of 
Plants ; and therefore very little affeéts the 
Tafte, the Oyf not being fixt in the Juyce 
of the P/ant {fo much as in the former, by 
an Acid, as in Falfemin-F lowers, Orange- 
Flowers, ec. 

Thefe F ants afford the beft Cordial-Wa- 
ter; and are only an higher Degree of .4- 
romaticks. 


Flot Offenfive Smells are

lus: Thefe Plants have a Volatile Salt,

4. Narcotick Smells, like Poppy; and all 
thefe Plants have an Opiate Faculty. 

5. Naufeous Smells, fuch as 1s in Aron- 
Pouches; which Smell is moft Abo- 
minable. 


In Bryony-Berries the Naufeous Smell ine 
timates a Vomitory Faculty. 

Thofe Smells which do refemble other 
Plants, have the fame Vertue; but not al- 
ways, when they refemble other Things.

Firft, How much the Vertues of Plants 
may be known, and how eafily diftin- 


guith't by their Smell: Which will ap- 


pear more clearly, in my New Method of 
Plants. 


Secondly, 1 may inferr, ‘That the Smell 
of Hot Plants depends on their Oy/, though 
the Volatile Sa/t gives it a quick Pun- 
sency. 


Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, ‘That the Acid and Earthy Parts, 
are {melt as well as the Volatile. 


Fourthly, ‘That Fetids, and Aromaticks, 
differ only in Degree,; the Fetids being 
ftrongeft; both of them being produced 
by anOyly Volatile Sa/t, which feparates 
the Oy/ from the fixing eid. 


In the Senfe of Feeling, (by which the 
Imprefftons on the Tongue are explain’d) 
Pleafure arifes, a blando & molli affrittu, by 
which the Spirits are drawn into the Part. 
In Pain there 1s zmpulfus fibras convellens 
& corrugans, by which the Spirits are di- 
firacted and diffipated: So in Aromaticks, 
the Papille are gratefully and gently rub- 
bed; in Fetid Za/tes, more violently, and 
the Senfe of Smelling is alfo offended by a 
violent Impreffion, but pleasd with a 
gentler. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP: wre 
Of Occult Qualities, 


Hat there are many Textures in 
_ Plants, which we thall never be 
able to defcribe ; and fome Inter- 
nal Agitations of Particles, which we can 
never explain, is undeniably true; though 
we oblerve the Za/tes and Smells produced 
by each particular Texture: and the Qua- 
fities of Hot and Cold, depending on the 
motion of Particles. So in Narcoticks we 
talte Mucilage and Acrimony, and fmell a 
Fetor ; which fenfible Qualities we find in 
Narcoticks ; though we know not their 
particular Texture and Motion, by which 
theie particular Compofitions of Zaftes a@, 
nor the manner by which they ftupefie. 
Purgers have their particular Compofi- 
tionof Zajffes, refulting from a particular. 
‘Texture, on which their Irritation depends ; 
their Textures being not defcribable other 
ways, than by their feveral 7a/fes depending 
onthem, and the Nature of the Principles, 
which produce their feveral Za/fes; and 
are the Ingredients conftituting that Pa 
cular 
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cular fort of Texture. Seeing therefore, 
that the particular Compound Zaffes of 
each Plant, are the Effects. of particular 
Textures; where we find the fame Com- 
binations of Zaffes, the fame Textures muft 
needs be inferrd. Therefore, we know 
alfo the Textures of Flants, by their feveral 
Taftes and Principles, though not directly, 
and immediately by our Senfes. 

The Figures of minute Particles, are too 
fmall to be vifible; and the manner of their 
Internal Motion doth not affect our Feeling, 
or other Senfes; and therefore the Tex- 
tures of all Plants, and all other Bodies, will 
ever be Occu/t Qualities as well as the Ej- 
fluviums of all Bodies,not affecting our Sen- 
fes. , 

The fame Occult Qualities are in the 
moft known and evident things; as Fire, 
whofe Heat we feel, but cannot defcribe the 
Figure and Motion of its Particles; neither 
can we defcribe the Texture of M€ucilages, 
Bitters or Turpentines, &c. yet we can di- 
ftinguith the Za/tes and Smeds, and Princi- 
ples, which conftitute each particular Tex- 
ture: Therefore, I conclude, rhat the Tex- 
ture and infenfible Efluviums, are alike ob- 
{cure in all Bodies, as well as Vegetables ; 
and nothing is more Occu/t in one Vege- 
table, than in another ; but becaufe we 

know 
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know not the Nature of Azzmals, on which 
Plauts produce their Effects; we cannot 
fo clearly give an Account of the Operas 
tion of fome Zaffes and Smells, as of others. 
So in Opium, we cannot explain the manner 
of its Stupefaction, becaufe we know not 
the Nature of Avimal Spirits, on which it 
acts ; yet we perceive the Gumminefs, the 
Acrimony, the Bitternefs, and Fetidnefs, by 
which it aéts; and by which its manner of 
ftupefying willbe explain’d, when the Na- 
ture and Motion of Avimal Spirits is fufi 
ciently underftood. | 
Not only the Nature of Spirits, but alfo 
the Nature of fomie Humors in the Body, 
are yet unknown; and the Ufe of fome 
Parts too; as the Spleez, and divers Glap- 
dules, which may make the manner of the 
Operation of many Medicines lefs evident 
tous: For fince the difcovery of the Muf- 
cular Fabrick, and ufe of the Heart, by Dr. 
Lower; and the Circulation of the Blood, 
by Harvey; and the Infertion of Nerves 
into the Mufcles of the Heart, by Dr. Willis : 
a more rational and evident Account may 
be given of the Operation of Cordials, by 
their particular Za/fes and Smells; as in A- 
romaticks, which abound with a Volatile 
Oyl and Salt; whereby they quicken the 


Circulation of the Blood.and excite a brisker 
Motion

Motion in the Animal Spirits, by which 
the Mufcles of the Heart are moved. 

It is not only the unknown Nature of Hu- 
mors,and the undifcover'd Ufe of fome Parts 
of thé Body, which makes the manner of 
the Operations of fome Medicines obfcure 
but alfo the want of examining the Nature

of the Medicine it felf} and 'the particular 
Compofitions of Zaffes which are in it. 


Thope, Imay give 4 further licht'to the 
Ingenious’ Enquirers-wito the manner of the 
Operations of ‘Vegetables, by obferving 
thefe two things: 


That Plants have Compounded Tiafes, 
by which they at; as Rubard purgeth by 
a Bitter, Slimy, Sub-acrid Aftringent Taffe. 
St. Fobns wort is a Vulnerary, by being 
Bitterifb, Aftringent, and having a 7; ur pen 
time Smell, Liver-wort is Flepatick and 
Diuretick, by being Bitterifh, Sub-acrid, 
Mucilaginous, and having a Turpentine Smell, 
(as in the Second part of the Book, you 
will find all the Plants after this manner de- 
fcribed. ) And therefore I infer, That though 
each particular Za/fe hath a Vertue, as 
confidered by it felf; yet divers Za/tes be- 
ing Compounded in one Plant, every Plant 
hath a particular Effect depending ‘on the 

Action 
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Action of all the Qualities together ; from 
all which the Vertue of a Plant 15 deduced, 
and not from one only Zaffe: But we thall 
better apprehend the Effects of Vegetables 
produced on Animals, if we confider 


That every Animal contains divers 
Humors, feparated by particular Parts into 
diftinct Vefiels ; and that thefe Humors 
have different Zaftes, Natures, Dizeftions, 
and particular Motions given them by 
the Mechanical Stru€ture of an Animal 
Body ; and that the Organical Parts:have 
fuch an agreeable contrivance , as by the 
acting on One Part, the Whole may be di- 
{turbed and varioufly moved; which ap- 
pears in Smells that. are offenfive to Aly= 
ferick Perfons.

| them. “I thérefore define” a Specifick Me= 
| dicine 'to‘have a particular 7a/le. or Com. 
| polition of -7aj/tes or Smells, whereby -it 
pacts on‘fomé Humors of an Animal, more 
‘peculiarly and effectually:than other Me- 
dicines. :

Theré are three forts of Specificks » Firlt; 
Specifick Purgers. Secondly, Specifick Al 
verers, Which are of a contrary Ta/fe to 
the Humors corrected. Thirdly, Speczjick 
Alterers, which are of the fame Nature, 

EF anc 
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and of the fame Zaffe, as the Humors 
they correct. 


Firft, Specifick Purgers: Purgers are 
called Specifick, becaufe they evacuate a 
particular Humor; and if they be confi- 
dered as Alterers, they have the fame Za/fte 
as the Humors they Purge; by which Za/e! 
they difpofe that Humor to a feparation 
fiom the Blood : And Furgers are alfo moft 
peculiarly fuited to the nature of the Hu- 
mor they Purge, by the different degree of 
Acrimony, which irritates. So Cholagogues, 
as Dock-Roots, and Rubarb, are Bitter. and 
Slimy, like Choler ; and alfo S ub-acrid,which 
is the loweft Degree of Irritation. Phleg- 
mazogues are allo Chelagogues ; as Alves, and 
A garick,which have a Bitter-/weet, like 4 ho- 
ler: and have a Mucilage. or Gumminefs, 
like Phlegm ; and alfo a greater Degree of 
Acrimony than the former Cholago ues § 
which feems neceflary for Phlegmatick Hu- 


of Phlegm, anda greater Degree of Actix 
mony to mix With the Serum, ot the Blaad, 
sai alfo tC & 

aie net . 
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es and Stomach : “Lis {trong Acrimony 
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in Refins,refembles the Saltnefs in the. Blood, 
it beingalfo a Salt. Melanagogues differ 
not from Fhlegmagogues, and the mild Ay- 
drogogues ; as Sena, which is Bitterifh , 
Slimy, Sub-acrid. | 

Note, That black Hellebore is very 4s 
crid, by which it is of a contrary Jaffe to 
Melancholick Humots ; and corrects Acids, 
as well as purges Phlegm arid Choler. 


Secondly, Speciftcks, which are of a con- 
trary Faffe to the quality of the Humors, 
to be corrected, So Acid-Medicines are 
contrary to Bitter Choler, and A rid Salts, 
and deftroy their 7a/fes. Earth)+Salt and 
Bitter Medicines,are contrary to de‘dity and 
Acerbity inthe Lympha, Serum, and Chyle : 
as alfo Sulphurs and Oyls are. Watry Muci= 
dages, and Crude Fuyces, are contrary tothe 
infpiffate Serum of the Blood, by diluting it. 
Afiringents ate contrary to the Laxity of 
the Fibres, and Oyly Medicines are contra- 
ry to their roughnefs and drynefs. Thele 
Contrarieties of Qualities, and alfo the Spe- 
ciftck Purgers, are mentioned in the Speci« 


_. Sick Elafs, to which 1 refer the Reader. 


Thirdly, Specifick Alterers (which are 
appropriated, and call'd Friendly to fome 
part ) by being of the fame Za/fe and Na-

ture, 
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ture, as the Humors that are prepared and 
feparated by that particular Part ; the Na- 
ture of which will more plainly appear by 
the following Comparifon , betwixt the 
Taftes of Animal Humors, and the Za/fes of 
thofe’ Medicines which ‘refpe@ particular 
Parts. 

The Natural Za/fe. of Choler, is Sweet, 
Bitter, Slimy; in Birds Acrid : from this 
T afte of Choler, it isnatural for us to argue, 
That a Medicine of the fame Jaffe , will 
act like Choler in the Body, and fupply:the 
defect of it when wanting, and reftore it 
to its natural Zaffe and ftate, when wea- 
kened, dull'd, or coagulated by Acids ; or 
wants a perfect Digeftion and Separation 
from the Blood: Therefore, by reafon of a 
Bitter, Slimy, Sub-acrid Tafte, in Choler ; 
Gentian-Root, which hath that Taffe, is ac- 
counted an Flepatick sand alfo. Carduus, 
with all others of the fame Za/fe; upon 
the account of a Bitter Sub-acrid in Choler, 
Celandine and Turmerick-Roots are Hlepa- 
ticks alfo. Upon the account of Bitternefs 
only, all Bitters are Flepatick, as Succory. 
Upon the account’ ‘of Swb-acrid only in 
Choler, all Acrids may be accounted Ffepa- 
ficks ; on’ the account that Choler hath a 
{weet Oyline/s in the Tafte, and that Sweets 
becoméeafily Bitter. ‘Therefore all fweet 

Spices 
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Spices and Aromaticks,are Hepatick : Choler 
is alfo Fetid: and therefore the Fetid Gums, 
which are Bitter, Acrid, and Fetid, are 
good: Lepaticks: And all Plants abounding 
with an Oyly Pungency, and their diftill'd 
Oylspare Hepatick, becaufe the fame Prin- 
ciples are in Choler. 

Sweat and @rine have the fame Salt 
Tajte.; and therefore the fame Salt Medicines 
are both Diuretick and Diaphoretick... This 
Salt inthe Serum of the Blood, is of the 
natlire of Sal-Ammoniack ; therefore mixt 
Salts are the beft Dzureticks and Diapho- 
reticks. All Medicines of a Salt Taffe, “as 
fixt Sa/ts, pure Volatile Sa/ts, or Vegetable 
Oyly Salts, in Aromaticks, Fetids, and A- 
crids, and many Salfo-Acids, promote both 
Sweat and Crine; and all Volatile Salts 
{mell Crinous. 

Note, That ‘Teftaceous Medicines be- 
come Diuretick, by getting-a Salt Taffe in 
the Stomach, by reafon of the mixing of its 
Acid with them. | 

The Saltne/s of the Blood preferves its 
Mixture, and prevents Putrefaction ; and 
fo do all the Sa/ts above-mentioned; \ and. 
therefore they are Antifebrifick, and Alexi- 
pharmltick. 

The Lympha of the Conglobate Glandules, 
is alfo Salt; like the Serum of the Blood ;

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and therefore in 4rthritick pains, requirés 


the fame Salt Medicines, which move 
Sweat and Urine, with acool Watry Vehi« 
cle: for the ufeof this Lympha is not only 
to mix the Chyle and Blood, but to dilute 
both ; the defe@iof which Lympha is beft 
{upply’d from the Watry Sub-acrid Plants. 

The Lympha of the Conglomerate Glan- 

dules, is Wrtry, Slimy, Sub-acid ; this ton- 
{titutes the Ferment of the Stomach, and 
is {eparated into the prime vi, not only 
by the Salival Glandules, but by thefealfo of 
the Stomach, Pancreas, and Guts. This 
Lynpha 1s tupply’d by fpirituous: Acids, 
and Slimy, Watry Sub-acids, as Lemmons, 
Oranges, and ‘dulcified Spirit of Salt; thefe — 
excite Appetite, and help the Fermentation - 
of Meats. So ‘Leaven, which ferments 
Dough, is Sud-acid and Salt. Salt Taftes 
are alfo pleafing to the Stomach, bécaufe 
they are Swb-acids. 
The Lympha, which moiftens the Cavity 
of the Lungs and Wind-pipe,is Slimy, Sweet, 
and Milky; in Hetticks this is deficient, 
and:is therefore fupplyed with Milks, and 
Watry Sweet Mucilages. 

The ute of the Spleex is yet unknown, 
but it certainly feparates a Glandulous Hu- 
mor, whofe Yaffe is probably Sub-acid ; 
and therefore many sAffringents, which are 

| produced 
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produced from Acids, as Vitriolum Martis, 
andthe Fern-Aftringents, help the prepa» 
ration, aiid fupply the defect of the Sple- 
netick Liquor: All Medicines altering the 
Depravation of it, muft be contrary to 
Acids. | 

The Menfes have-a particular Sme#, not 
unlike Flowers of Marigolds , or Saffron, 
which are Ferids. and fo is Atriplex Olida, 
and therefore efteemed an V/terine ; and for 
their agreement in Sme/, all other Fetids, 
though they have not the fame fort of Fe- 
for, are accounted Y/terines ; as Volatile 
Oyls, Salts, and Fetid Gums. 

Aromatick Smells ave grateful and plea- 
fing to the Spirits, and therefore are ufed 
as Cordials and Cephalicks ; we cannot 
Tafte the Spirits, though we ‘could meet 
with the Succus Nervofus, becaufe they 
are theinftruments of Zaffe; but there 
feemns nothing fitter than Smells to explain 
their Natures, which work much on the 
Spirits, ee being fubtle and invifible £y- 
fluviums, lke them. 

Narcoticks have a Fetid Smell, by which 
they ftupefie the Spirits, by ftopping their 
Motion and ‘Elafticity , and the Fluidity of 
their Glandulous Vehicle. 

Aimongtt Plants, thofe are efteemed fit- 
teft for Food, which have ‘a fweet Zafte ;

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and. fuchhath been accounted the»Fuffe of 
Chyle: Sweet things breeding the gredteft 
quantity of it, and> moft nourifhing)-for 
Chyle, like fweet Taffes.. contains avi Oyl 
and Acidity, well digefted and diluted swith 
Water. Therefore, all Medicines of a {weet 
Lafte ave agreeable in® 7: afte, Temper, and 
Digeftion to Animal Bodies; and all thofe 
Plants, which: are -of: a: lower Digeftion 
than Sweets, are in refpect of the Humors 
of an Animal, crude and cooling ; as: Aar- 
thy, Watry, Acid, and Mucilaginous Taftes 
which are therefore: ufed in the too high 
Fermentation of the Blood. «Thofe Plaass 
which have a higher Digeftion than Sweer, 
are alfo of a higher Digeftion than theNa- 
tural ‘Temper of Animal Humors, and ate 
therefore LLeating, Opening, Cordial, as Bit- 
ter, Acrid, Aromatick Taftes »andC aufticks, 
which have the. higheft excefs above fweer 
Taftes, and confequently above Animal Hu- 
Mors,are therefore Corrofive and Poyfonous 
to them. : ! 
Plants do not only. confift of fome cer- 
tain Principles, but they receive alfo a dif. 


ferent Digeftion and’ Fermentation in each 
Plant ; which is very manifeft inthe Fruits 


of Plants ; which at the firft tafte Acerb, 
and afterwards become Sweet and S#beacid - 
and in thofe Seeds, which. whilft unripe 

: ta{te 
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tafte Auftere, but afterwards become Sweet 
Oyly. This ‘particular Digeftion in Plants, 
be obferved by their feveral Za/fes. 
at predominant Principles, which -pro- 
duce them.

= A L, the Knowledge we have of Na- 


ture, is grounded on our Senfes 

they firtt inform ‘ts of certain 
“Qualities produc’d by their Objects ; into 
- whofe Natures we afterwards enquire, by 
‘trying Experiments. about thofe fenfible 
‘Qualities ; “and alfo, by examining the Prin- 
pes Which produce them, 
i have 
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I have mention’d the Principles on which 
Taftes depend; and thofe Vertues which all 
Authors allow them upon the Account of 
that. Dependence. 


This Knowledge of the Vertues of Plants, 


by their 7afe, is much improved by di- 


vers Experiments made about particular 
Taftes; which I will mention; ‘and alfo, 
thofe Vertues which are known by the 
Modes of Za/fes. But I will firft take no- 
tice of fome other more general Hints of 
the Verrues of Plants, we have from 
other Senfes. Nature feems to have been 
very much follicitous for our Knowledge 
of the Vertues of Plants, by expofing them 
to fo many ‘of our Séxfes. 

By the Zouch we feel Mucilages, and the 
Gumminels of Turpentine Plants, and the 
Waterithnefs of all Fuyces, and the Acri- 
mony of the Veficatory. By the Eye we 
obferve the Signatures of Plants ; in which 
Nature has given us an Hint of enquiring 
farther into. their Natures, for Remedies in 
particular Diftempers; and therefore, the 
CharaGter of fome Difeafes is-fixt.on the 
Plant : Pulmomaria has the.Marks of cor- 
rupted Lungs — Scraphularia,-Chelidonium 
minus, and Fabaria, have knobbéd Roots 
iikethe Piles... Spots are obferv’d,in Bee 

an 
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and Dragon-Leaves, like thofe in Scorbutick 
Perfons. 

Other Pints refemble the External Caufe 
ofa Diftemper; as the Stalks:of Dragons 
do the Skin of a Serpent; the Roots of 
Doronicum, and the Tops of Echiam, re- 
femble a Scorpion; againit whofe Venom 
- they are uscd. 

Whete Diftempers have no outward Fi- 
gure, there the Plant bears the Figure of 
the Part affected. So Nutmegs, Walvuts, 
Poppy-heads, and. Peony, have fome Refem- 
Dlance of the Head of Animals, and are ufe- 
fil in different Diftempers of it. 

The Eye alfo obferves the Likenefs of the 
Yellow Golour in Saffron, Turmerick, Ce- 
landine-Roots, and the Gall of an Animal. 
The Likenefs of flimy Macilages to many 
--Glandulous Humors, is obvious; and the 
Colour and Smell of Urine in Lixiviums, ts 
manifeft. 


T have already defcribed the Similitude 
betwixt the Za/fes of Medicines, and Ani- 
mal Flumors; by which the Friendly Spe- 
eificks may be known. 

I have alo given an Account of the dif- 
ferent Smells ot Plants,and the Vertues in« 
timated by them. 


{ will 
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I wall now confider the different Modes 
of Ta/fes ; from whence we learn what fort | 
of Affections Planis:will produce in our 
Bodies ; and alfo-thofewhich are produc’d — 
externally : For as the Tongue is’ affected 
by the 7affe, fo-are the Parts and Humors 
of an Avimal, by the fame Plant, when usd 
for a Medicine. But, befides thefe Vertes 
known by the Modes of Za/e, other Ver- 
tues are proved by Experiments; which 
we could: never have inferr’d to’ have:be- 
longd to a particular Ta/fe, by any Modés 
of it: And therefore, though we know 
the particular Taffes of Plants, and the 
Compofition of them; yet we cannot know 
what Vertues may belong to them by that 
Tafte, until we throughly have try’d and 
examind the Nature and Effe@s of each | 
particular Za/fe: and alfo, what Za/fes may - 
produce in Compafition, ‘more than Simple 


Taftes. 


Acids tafe Cool, Sowré, and Pungenit, or 
Sharp, and a little Rough : From the @ool- 
nels on the Tongue we inferr, that’ Aeids 
will cool the Blood, Choler, hot Salts, and ~ 
the Stomach,. and’ Thirft ;  andsthat iout- 
wardly they. wall repell and cool Inflam- 
mations. 


From 
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From their. Pungency we believe theny 
Aperitive; Penetrating) and alfo cutting 
Phlegm. 

From their Roughnefs’ we conclude they 
may {top Loofneffes and Hx zmorrhages, “2s 
Affringents do, but more weakly. 

The Experiments which have further 
illuftrated the Efficacy of Acids, are thefe. 

Phe Coagulation of Milk, Choler, and 
the ‘Serum of. the Blood, fhews their ceol- 
ing Vertue more eflcacicully 

Acids-ave*contrary to Volatile Salts, and 
combine with them into:a Mixt Salts ay 
which ‘Acids are ‘Diuretick. 

- Acids joyn'd with Minerals, produce Vi- 
triolate 7. aftes ; and the fame 7. afte is ob= 
fervable sin: Scorbutick Spittings of Bléod 
from the Gums: The Blood taftes:tike 
Vitriolum Martis; as 1 have often: found. 
it. | 

A particular Acid, with a Volatile Salt, 
(which ‘the Honourable: Mr. Boyle: menti- 
ons ) produces a cool ESeniatnened from 
whence: Shivering may be:explain’d. 

Acids commonly produce:hot. Efferve- 
fcences; from: whence flushing Heats may 
be explain’d, upon ‘the Ufe of “Vinegar, in 
fome Perfons. 

_. Acids are contrary to Oyls, an d make a 
datting Effervefcence with them ;>as Oyl of 
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Turpentine, and Oyl of Vitriol mixt: From 
whence we Shall hereafter deduce the Natu« 
ral Heat and Effervefcence of the Blood. and 
the Colour of it, and the Separatioa of the 
Fat from it. | 

Acids are contrary to Melancholick Con 
aan becaufe they abound with 4 
CZaS. 

They arecontrary to Cephalick Diftem= 
pers, becaufe thefe require Volatile Salts 
to cure them. 3 

They corrode the Teeth, make the U- 
rine fharp, caufe all Obftructions; and 
therefore, there is no pure Acid found in 
any Humors of Avimals: For the Acids — 
are either joynd to the Salts, or Oyls of 
Animals. Of thefe I fhall fay. more in the 
Account of the Original of Avimal Hu- 
mors, and their Zaffes. 

To thofe, many other Experiments may 
be added out of Chymical Authors, to fhew 
many yet-unknown Properties of Acids; as 
their Concurrence in the Produétion of 
Volatile and Fixt Salts, and the Part they 
have in Aurum Fulminans, and Gun-Pow- 
der: All which Experiments are applica- 
ble to fome Alterations made by Acids in 


Animals.

By the fame Roughnefs, and cool Ta/e, 
the Humors are contracted, thickned, and 
cooled; and’ therefore, Afringents ftop 
Loofnefles, and Hemorrhages, as well by 
the Contraction of fermenting Humors, as 
by ftrengthening the Fzéres. 

The other Effects. of Afringents, may 
be deduced from this Roughnels, though 
at firft. they were difeoverd by Experi- 
ments, So Keavers have been curd by .4- 
Striugents, by: reafon. of the Qualities above- 
mentiond: And becaufe we find that 
Galls, which havea rough Jaffe, will al- 
ter the Texture of Chalybeat Liquors, we 
believe by this Effect we may illuftrate the 
Operation, of Szypticks, in-curing of Fevers ; 
which Effect we could: not clearly deduce 
from the contracting Za/te.

Becaufe an Afttingent Za/fe is joymd 
with Bitter, therefore Bitters are of an Ex- 


_aflperating Zaffe; and by this Roughnels, 


firengthen the Vifcera and Fibres. 

The Vertues of Bitters in killing Worms, 
preventing Putrefaction in Fevers and @/- 
cers, their Diuretick and Sudorifick Ver- 
tue, and their Contrariety to Acids, are the 
Confequences of known Experiments, and 
not deducible from the Modes of Ta/fe. 


. Naufeous Taftes immediately indicate a 
Purging or Vomiting Quality ; and are ge- 
G 


nerally 
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nerally Bitter-Sweet or Bitter-Slimy, by 
which we perceive when the Zongue is con- 
trarily affected ; and by the fame Object 
an unpleafant 7./te is produced. 


Acrid Taftes are Penetrant and Pungent, 
and bite and heat the Mouth: They there- 
fore heat and rarefie thick Humors, and the ~ 
Blood and Chyle, and open Obftructions ; 
outwardly they difcufs Tumors, and draw 
in Plafters. 

By Experience thefe are known to cor- 
rect Acids, and coagulate with them into 
a Mixt Sa/t, which is Dinretick and Su- 
dorifick ; and, by corre@ting the Acids of 
the Spleen and Nerves, become Antifcor- 
butick and Cephalick. 


Cauftick Taftes veficate both the Tongue, 
and outward Skin, and Vomit and Purge. 


Sweet Taftes have a grateful Oyly 
Smoothnefs, by which they lenttie Coughs ; 
and are outwardly digefting, by their Mo- 
derate Heat. They are no lefs grateful to 
the Stomach, than pleafing to the Palar. 

That Sweet will become Bitter, weknow 
only by Experiment; and by the fame we 
know, that all very Sweet Things are hot, 
and that they are Laxative.

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Aromatick Taftes are Acrid, and Pleafing 


to the 7a/fe and Smel/ ; therefore by their 


Acrimony they rarefie the Blood, open Ob- 
{tructions, pleate the Stomach and Spirits ; 
and therefore are Cordial, Stomachicl,.and 
Cephalick; and, alfo, outwardly comfort 
and firengthen Weak Parts, by their 
agreeable Heat. 


I have fet down thefe known Modes of 
each Jaffe; and fhewn, that by their means 
we know, that Earthy, W. atry, Acid, and 
Mucilaginous, are cool Taftes, and coo! the 
Animal Humors; and have alfo other Ef 
fects, which depend not on Coolnefs: 
And I have alfo demonftrated, that Bit 
ters, Aromaticks, Acrids, and Caufticks, are 
hot Zaftes, and have hot Effects on Ani- 
mals. , . | 
_ From the fame Modes of Ja/ffes, and 
from Experiments made on Particular 
Taffes, we may examine all Compound 
Faftes : But we mutt confider ; as Colours 
mixt are a different Colour from the Sim- 
ple Colours ; fo it is in Zaffes Compound , 
as appears in Bitter-Sweet, and Bitter-Sh- 
my; neither of which, alone, are Nau-

may have a different Degree of Vertue.

tables; and from them we may déduce 
all the Phenomena of Vegetation, Fermen- 
tation, and alfo the particular Vertues pro- 
duced by them. | 
It is a known Experiment, That Oy/ 
of Turpentine and Vitriol will efferveice, 
and continue the Heat produced by that 
Ebullition for a long tinte. : 
Spirit of Nitre, and Spirit of Wine al- 
fo produce a great Heat. : 
_Erom thefe Experiments, a Contrarie- 
ty betwixt Oy/and Acid is very manifett ; 
and this is not fo foon over, as the Ebul- 
lition betwixt 4/kalies and Acids. 
_ | thallsendeavour to explain all the Ef 
fects above-mention’d from thefe Two, 
Oy! and Acid, and their La 
ana 


— 
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and I do wholly reject the Effervetcence 
of Alkalies and Acids, becaufe That {oon 
ceafes by an Union of both into a Sait ; 
which is not found to happen upon Fer- 
mentation: And we could never yet find, 
that 4 Spirit or Salt could be feparated 
by any gentle Diftillation, from New 
Wine, or New Ale, unfermented. 

A great Acid put to Fermenting Li- 
quors, hinders the Fermentation of them : 
Arid alfo a Fixt Sa/t is found to hinder 
their Fermentation. 

From thefe Reaforis mentiond, I am 
convinced, that Alkali Volatiles are no 
ways the Efficient Caufes of Fermentati- 
6n; but only the Products of it, by a 
Compofition of Oy/, Acid, and Earth. 

The Seeds of Plants are very full of 
an Oyl, which differs only from the Oy/ 
in Turpentine, by a different Digeftion : 
For Turpentine has a Mucilage, or Gum- 
minefs in it; which chiefly appears in 
Mucilaginous Plants. 

Thofe'Trees which yield a Watry Gum 
have a bitterifh Bark: which therefore 
refemble Zurpentines by both Tattes. 

The: Seeds of Alder have the Figure 
of Pine- Apples, and the Leaves a Gummi-= 


nefs; from whence I thought it had a

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The bitter Milks of Vegetables. are on- 
ly like diffolv’d Turpentine ; and they dry 
into a Gum or.

And thofe 
Trees have a lafting Greennefs, like Zar 
pentine-L'rees, as Firr and Pine.

Hence Zarths are {melt by a 
Sulphur in them. Acids. have alfo an Oyf 
mixt with them, asin Zartar and Vine- 
gar. Sweet Taftes {mell Mellowy, from 
an Oy/and Acid digefted. with Water and 
Barth. And Terebinthinate-Smells are from 
‘Turpentine Particles evaporating: And all 
Aromaticks and Fetids, from Refs. For 
the clearer Proof of which, I {hall men- 
tion what Dr. Lefer writes: L/luffre ex- 
emplum de ligno.Cedrino Bermudenft olim 
dedimus, {cilicet id apud me multos annos 
nec jam definere refinam fuam toté fubftan- 
ti vaporare. And. cannot believe, that 
Salts could give any Smell, but from their 
Oyly Part, which is one of their Ingre- 
dients: Therefore Vegerables affec& the 
Senfe of Smelling, by Oy! joyn’d with 
Earth or Acid, and with Acid and Earth 
in Salt, or Refims: All which a&@ onthe 
Organ in the Form of Effluviums. And 
this Senfe is therefore Quedam tatus [pom 
‘cies, as well as Tafte. : 

And. from this Likenefs of Lmprefiow, 
and alfo the, Likenefs of the Objed?, we 
often find Taftes and Smells very much 
alike ; the- Plant tafting as it {mells. 

J did omit this about the Nature of 
Smells in the Firft Part; and therefore 
have here added as not very imperti-

nent ; 
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nent: becaufe Smells are the Effects of 
Fermentation, and are moft obfervable, 
and alfo ‘deducible from Turpentines. And. 
1 alfo forgot There to obferve, That ma- 
ny Smells are compounded ; as bitter and 
Sweet Taftes are frequently in the fame 
Plant joyn’d, becaufe Sweet eafily become 
Bitter. So Fetids arid Aromaticks are 
frequently joyn’d in Smells ; as Galeopfs, 
Valerian, Pulegium, and Nepeta, ~ have 
both Fetid and Aromatick Smells: From 
whence I argue, That they differ but in 
Degree, as Sweet and Bitter do. 

I have taken notice in the Firft Part, 
That the Acid of Vegetables taftes like A- 
cids of Sulphur; and from thence it will 
appear, that it arifes, in the Difcourfe | 
which I fhall annex about Afizerals. 1 | 
fhall here only obferve, That Zartar is | 
{nflammable, like Brimffone; and whenit | 
is diftil?’d, it is very Fetid, and an Oy/ 1s 
feparated from it: Such ts the Compofi- 
tion of Swphur and Acid. An Oyly Part 
is clofely lock’t up in it; ds in common 
Tartar. Upon the Mixture of Oy/ of Sal- 
phur per Campanam, with Oyl of Turpen 
tine, a Rednefs was immediately precipr 
tated: as it happet'd in the Mixture of 
the fame, with Oy! of Vitriol. Spirit of 

~ Salt only turnd Yellow: Sweet cae 
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ee 
ef Nitre did not change. From thefe In- 
ftances it appears, That an Oylinefs is 
lodg’d in Sa/phur and Yartar: So that 
the Ingredients which compound the 4- 
cid of Sulphur and Tartar, which is the 
Acid of Plants, are very much alike; as 
well as the Tafte of both the Pungency 
of the Acid in Vinegar depends on the 
Oy! of Wine, and the Pungency in Spirit 
of Sulphur on the Sulphur latent in the A- 
cid. ‘The Roughnefs in Acerd Plants de- 
pends on Earthy Parts, mixt with the 4- 
cid; and the Roughnefs in the Acid of 
Sulphur, from fome Mineral Earth joynd 
with the Acid. 
I find it confidently affirm’d, That one 
Acid will correct another ; which I be- 
lieve a Miftake: For Spirit of Vitriol and 
Nitre make a ftronger. Menftruum, than 
either of them alone; and fo does Spzrit 
of Salt and Nitre mixt, which make an 
Aqua Regia: So far are thefe from cor- 
recting one another.. But the ground of 
this Opinion, I fuppofe, is from the Ef- 
fervefcence, causd by mixing of Acid 
Spirits, which happens by reafon of fome 
Earth or Mineral, joynd to every ditffe- 
rent fort of Acid Spirit. from, whence 
the difference of Acid Spirits is deduci- 
ble. Hence fome Acid Spirits mixt, dit

poflefs one the other from the Earths or 
Minerals joyned with their Acid; and 
from thence comes the Conflict and Effer- 
vefcence. For the fame reafon, Spirit of 
Vitriol is mixed with Calcined Salt, to 
feize on the Earthy part of Sa/t, and to 
make the Acid of Salt loofe from it, and 
fitter for Diftillation. 
I think I have here faid enough to 
prove, that the Oy/ of Vegetables is like 
Oy! of Turpentine; and the Acid of Vege- 
tables like Sulphur, which differs nothing 
from Vitriol ; but by being Impregnated | 
with aMmeral, it becomes.a vitriolate Acid. | 
So that from the Experiments about the | 
contrariety of Oy/ and Acid, above-men- | 
tioned, I may conclude, thattheremay | 
happen the fame kind of Effervefcencein | 
Vegetables, which we call Fermentation. | 
When a Seed is placed in the Earth, the | 
Oylinefs of it is agitated or moved by the 
Acid Watry Jayce; foaking into it thro 
its Coats,by-the Effervefcence of both,Ve- | 
getation is begun; and the Coats burft, | 
and the Vefiels. of the Plant inlarged, for 
receiving new Nourihment. This con- 
fifts of an Oylinefs from, the: Bitumen and : 
Sulphur; and allo an Acid from the fame; | 
and allo a Water and Aarth: mixt and’ 
digefied together in the Pores of — 


OO ——————— ee 
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All which concur to produce a Nutriment 
for Plants. This.1s not promifcuoutfly 
adinitted: thro’ the Glandulous  Paren- 
chyma of the Root of the Plant: but itus 
probable, that each Parenchyma has diffe- 
rently figured Pores, for the admittance: 
of Oyly parts. chiefly, of Watry parts,.or 
Earthy parts, or Acid chiefly ; which may 
be very probable, becatife O;/y parts are 
thought Ramofe, Acid Angular, Watry 
Round, arid Earthy very irregular. We 
may ‘very eafily believe, that the Seeds of 
Plants, and their Roots, have Pores fuited 
for the! admittance of one, two, or more - 
of thefe: And thefe are prefled : into the 
Seed by the force of the Airs Sprinz, 
shen a Plant begins to fwell by the rare- 
fying of its:‘own Juyces, thro’ the Effer-. 
velcence of its own Oy/ and Acid ; which 
is much promoted by the External Heat 
of the Sun, or an hot Bed, and the admit- 
cance of an Acid from the Earth. 
ThisFermentation is very flow, and 
never highly -raifed in Earthy, Acid, and. 
Mucilaginous Plants ; and therefore in fuch, 
the Oyd, Acid, Earth, and Water, are never 
much/{eparated ; but in fweet Taftes the 
Fermentation feparates a little, and loofens 
the Oy and. Acid, from the Watry and 
Earthy Particles. In Buiers the fameare: 
U 4 more 
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more feparated; in Aromaticks the Oyl is 
moft rarefied ; in Acrids the Oyland Acid 
compound a Salt, with an Earthy part: 
From thefe Inftances we find, that by Di- 
geftion the Principles of Plants are fepa-- 
rated, and now Compounded into Salts, 
Refns, Gums, and Turpentines. This Di- 
eeftion differs not from. the Effervefcence 
betwixt Oy/ and Acid; which differs ac- 
cording to the feveral Oy/s which are 
contained in the Seeds of Plants. One 
Oy! ferments with Acid more than ano- 
ther; and each Oy/ in the Seed. produces 
that which is moft fuitable to the nature 
of the Plant to be produced. 

From the Rarefaction of this Juyce of © 
Plants, by the Effervefcence of Oy/ and 
Acid, the rife of the Sap, and the {hootings 
of Plants, may be deduced. And the 
wonderful force mentioned by Mr. Boyle, 
in lifting up a'great Weight by Ferment- 
mg Beans; and from hence Wines burft 
their Veflels:: So that the force of Fer- 
mentation equals that of Explofen. 

If we confider the many Compound 
Taftes of Plants, we-cannot believe, that 

they can rife from the fame kind of Fer- 
mentation : Some Plants tafteRough,and ve- 
ry Acrid, as Chelidonium minus. Others SJj- 

(Ay, and Acrid,and Bitter,as Leucoinum. And 

there 
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there is a different Tafte in many parts 
of Plants, which proceeds from the diffe- 
rent Digeftion of the Juyce, in different 

arts. Soin Cherries, the Tafte of the 
Bark is Bitter Aftringent : The Leaf differs 
from it by a Sliminefs: In the Fruit there 
is a Slimy, Sweet, Sub-acid Tafte, with- 


out any Bitterne/s or Aftringency. The 


fame difference is obfervable in the O- 
dors of Plants. The Leaves of E/der are 
Fetid; but the Flowers Fragrant; which 
is a fign of a different Digeftion. There 
are the fame Varieties of ‘T'aftes and Odors 
in Animals; tho’ Choler be feparated by 
the fame fort of Glandules, yet it has a 
Bitter, Sweet Sliminefs.. The Serum of 
the Blood has ferofe parts, and. Watrinefs, 
and a Saltnefs : The Semen has a thin, and 
alfo a vifcid part: The Liguor Nervofus 
has an Oyly Salz, diflolved in-a Lympha. 
The diverfity of Taftes in Choler does 
not depend on different Strainers, but dif- 
ferent Digeftions of Chyle; and the new 
fupply of it; which flows continually in- 
to the Veins: From hence it will fall out, 
that ‘one. part is perfectly Digefted, and 
another lefs; and therefore fome part of 
the Choler taftes Sweet, and another part 
Bitter; and a crude Lympha is the Vehi- 
cle of both, to help their feparation: thefe 
being 
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being mixt together, give the Variety 
of ‘Taftes, obfervable in‘ Choler. The 
fame thing happensin Plants; which, du- 
ring their growth, receive frefh Nourifli- 
ment, which is differently Digefted ; and 
therefore gives thofe Varieties of ‘Taftes, 
obfervable in the fame Veflels, and the 
fame Liquor, as in Milks, Turpentines, and 
Fetid Gums. : 

But T cannot well underftand, how fuch 


Particular Liquors as Milk, Gums, Tur= 


pentines, and Lympha's, can be produced 
and kept in particular Veflels, which are 


really different from the crude Juyce of | 


the fame Plants, without allowing fuch 
parts'in Plants, as. Glandules in Animals, 


which ifeparate'the Milk, Semen, Spirits, ° 
Choler; and Lympha from the Blood, 1: 


therefore. cannot ‘think “it improbable, 
that the Parenchyma of Plants is wholly 
Glandulous} and the Woody Fzbres are 
Vellels ; fome of which are Ladeals, 
Lymphaticks, Maciduéts, Gums, or Balfam= 
Veffels. An Animal Body: is compofed 
of Veffels and Glands: The Veffels are’ 
branched into the different parts of both: 
alike, and receive a prepared Juyce from 
the Glandulous Parenchyma : andthe 
fame may be the preparation and diftri- 
bution: of the Juyces in Vegetables, ‘be- 

: caule 
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caufe the fame Taftes and Odors’ are ob- 
fervable in both Kingdoms. “And Vege- 
tables digefted by an Avimal,” undergo 
the fame Separation and Preparation, ~as 
is manifeft in Animals. ~~ ; ; 
When oné'Tree is grafted-on ‘anothers 
Stock, the Fruit is the fame as the Branch 
Ingrafted. ‘The Juyce in the Glandules 
of it, giving fuch a particular Fermenta~ 
tion to the Juyce of the Stock, as to alter 
it into the natute of the Graft : and if the 
Seed be a perfect Plant, there may lodge 
fuch an Original Juyce in‘ each’ part of 
the Plant, as may change the nature‘of 
the fame Juyce in the feveral parts. So 
in Chelidonium minus? the-Actimony. 1s 
very manifeft inthe Stalk,“ bur. neither in 
the Leaves or Root: but I rather believe, 
that if the Juyce’of'a Plant’ is the fame’ in 
the whole Plant,’ different “alterations: of 
the fame: Juyée may happen-by a higher 
degree of Fermentation.’ So’thée Roots of 
Wormwood - ate-- Sweet- Aromatick':* The 
Leaves very Bitter~Aromatick.* The Bark 
of Ah is Bitter-Rough : The Flowers have 
alfoan' Acrid. 'Thele Alterations happen 
by a higher degree of Fermentation in 

the fame Juyce. So Fermented‘ Liquors =" 
acquire a Ripeneis by’ long Keeping, and 
by the. difference of Veflels} ‘in’ which 
| they 
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they are kept. Upon this. account, the 
Juyce in Roots is kept more cool: Bur 
in the Leaves, the Stalks more expofed to 
the Agitation of the Air, and Heat of the 
Sun ; whence will arife a difference of 
Taftes and Digeftion. It is moft probable, 
that the difference of the Digeftion hap- 
pens not only by Original different Juyces 
in Plantula Seminali, but alfo by the dif. 
ference of Veflels ; which feems very e- 
vident in Seeds. and Fruits; where, with- 
Out an addition, of, a Ferment, the fame 
Fruit becomes Sweet, Sub-acid, and Slimy, 
which. at, firft. was Acid, and very Rough. 
And Nuts become Sweet.and Oyly, which 
were. at.firfl Auffere.... 

The Root, of Vines taftes Bitteri/h and 
Rough ; The. Leaves, Acer6; The Ripe- 
Grape, Sweet, Sub-acid, and Slimy; The 
Seed, Auftere.as the Root... So that thefe 
different Taftes thew theAlterations which 
happen in the Juyce of. the Vine : From 
Auftere.it comes to an Acerbity in the 
Leaves ;;and. from thence to a Sweet 
Sub-acid in Grapes ;. but the Stone or Seed 
returns’ to. the Aufterity of the Root. 


Vinum; _. Wine is, made. out of the Sweet Sub: 
Acid Juyce. of the Grape : And the fame: 
is the nature.of all the Juyces of Berries 

| | of 
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of the fame Tafte. The Acid is evident 
to the Senfe; arid an Oy/ produces 
the Sweetnefs. ‘This is the Tafte of New- 
Drink, Metheglin, and Sugar diflolved in 
Water; and moft other Liquors ufually 
Fermented ; and: this Sweetnefs is a cer- 
tain fign of an Oy/ and Acid; for thefe 
may be diftilled out of AYoney, Sugar, New- 
Wine, and Beer, by a ftrong Fire. And 
there is no other eminent Principles in 
Sweet Taftes but thefe. Therefore from 
them, the Fermentation of thefe Liquors 
muft be deduced. 

The Acid of Fermenting Liquors can- 
not produce the heat of the Liquor, by 
acting on the Earthy parts, becaufe they 
are already mixt with the Acid, and kept 
. fluid by it ; otherwife the Earth would 
wholly precipitate. But this Heat pro- 
ceeds from the Effervefcence made be- 
twixt the Oy/ and Acid, which will caufe 
a confiderable Heat ; as is manifeft by the 
Artificial mixture mentioned. 

AllFluids have an Internal Agitation of 
parts, which - produces their Fluidity ; 
which being fuppofed , and alfo a con- 
trariety of particular Figures betwixt Oy/ 
and Acids, the firft being Ramo/e, and the 
laft Angular : It may eafily be conceived, 
that a difference of Motion will be natural 


to 
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to thefe two.Principles ; which two Mo- 
tions, meeting, give a difturbance to their 
natural Tendencies ; and from thence 
proceeds the Effervefcence, which is al- 
ways promoted by,fome external Heat , 
as of the Suz; or elfe the Liquors are boyl- 
ed before Fermentation; as in Metheglin, 
Beer, andfome Wines. 

The effect. of ja great deal of Acid up- 
on Oy/, is to coagulate it; but a {maller 
quantity Fermented with it, expands, o- 
pens and rarefiesthe Oy/. ‘This is evident- 
ly done in the Butter of Antimony, where 
the Acids of Sublimate open the clofe Tex- 
ture of the Sulphur, and gives it the form 
of Butter. . The fame is the effect of Fer- 
mentation ;. the Acid acts on the Oyl by 
degrees, and.mixes with it; and becaufe 
their mixture happens in a Fluid, the Wa- 
ter is alfointermixt with them, and there- 
by the Oy/ is diflolved in the Liquor, and 
produces a Winy Spirit ; which diluted in 
much Water, is called ta Wine; and if it 
be diftilled from it, a Brandy Spirit, which 
is Inflammable like Oy/: If the greateft 
quantity of Oy/ be evaporated out of Wine, 
a, Vinegar 1s. produced by the remaining 

and prevailing Acid, which has its Pun- 
gency from fome Oyly parts, which are 
{till mixt with the Zartar of Vinegar; and 

) which 


which will yield a burning Spirit,1f Yizegar 
be diftilled from Saccharum Saturni.- The 
Agitation which happens from the Effer- 
vefcence of thefe two Principles in Fer- 
mentation, fhakes all the parts of the Li- 
quor Fermenting ; whereby the moft Fe- 
culent parts in Wine, and the greater Fari- 
naceous parts in Beer fubfide; . but the 
more light, rife to the top of the Liquor 
in an Effervefcence. Thefle Heterogeneous 
parts being feparated, the remaining Li- 
quor is clear, and confifts of a Winy Juyce, 


in which the Oy/ is moft prevalent ;. and 


has alfo an Acid mixed with it. — And in 
Beer the Farinaceous parts are much ra- 
refied, having their Oy/ very much loofen- 
ed and iharpened by the Acid; and from 
hence proceeds the quicknefs and brisk- 


 nefs of Liquors. 


Dr. Willis in his Pharmaceutice-menti- 
ons a way of diftilling an Oy/ from Spirit 


of Wine, by means of a frong Spirit of 


Vitriol: ‘Therefore Acids help the Sepa- 
ration of Oy/s, from the mixture in Plants. 


For this end, we put Zartar or Salt. into 


the Vefica with Seeds, which-are to be 
diftilled ; for the feparation of the Oyd.is 
thereby promoted. 
The Oy/ of Wines is fufficiently proved 
by Dr. Wiis $ Experiment, and the Add 
| by 
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by Zartar: but it’s not improbable, that 
fome Salt 18 alfo produced by this mix- 
ture of Oy/ and Acid, with a little Earth ; 
Which is moft clearly proved by the Saits, 
which are defcribed by Mr. Lewewhock in 
many forts of Wine; which, as I remem- 
ber, differ not much from the Salts of 
Vinegar. 

The Oy, Acid, arid the Volatile Sal¢ 
united in Spirit of Wine, are much of the 
nature of a diflolved Refim, having the 
{ame Principles; and therefore eafily Ex- 
tract Refins, and Oyls of Vegetables, and 
turn Milky, if put to a Watry Vehicle. 

By the means of an Acid in the Spirit 
of Wine, Spirit of Sal Ammoniack coagu- 


dates with Spirit of Wine, into an Offa 


Alba. : 
A Slimy Oy/ fuch as is in the Yelk of 
an Ege, mékes diftilled Oy/s to diflolve 
eafily in Watry Liquors; and therefore 
there is found a Mucilage or Gumminefs 
attending moft Vegetable Oyls, whereby 
the Oy/s are rfixed with their Juyces. 

Sugar 1s an Oyly Acid, like Tartar; 
with this a diftilled Oy/ eafily mixes, and 
as by this means diffolved in Water. 

The Spirit of Vegetable Liquors Fer- 
mented and Dittilled, is nothing but an 
Oy/ rarefied, and loofened from the mix- 
| ture 


/ 


ture of the Juyce, by means of the Acid; 
and by their mixture, alfo fome Volatile 
Salt is produced; therefore thefe Spirits 
are Inflammable, like Refs ; and they are 
no Simple Principles, but compounded of 
others. This Spirit is produced by Fers 
mentation ; and therefore can be no Caufe 
of it, as is ordinarily fuppofed. Spirit of 


| Wine is, by reafon of its Refinous Com- 


pofition, agreeable to the Red part of the 
Blood, and.is a familiar Specifick to fupply

. Spirit of Wine taftes Sweet, very Hot,

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By thefparticular Inftances I have given, 
it does appear neceflary, that before we 
prepare any Medicine, we ought to tafte 
it; becaufe, if we find the fame Tafte in 
the Medicine when prepared, we may con- 
clude, that it has the whole Vertues of the 
Plant : This is therefore, the moft rational 
way, whereby all our Simple Medicines 
ought to be examined ; and for this reafon, 
Compounds ought to’ be rejected ; for tho’ 
we know the Vertues.of the Simples, yet 
the refulting Tafte of Compofitions is not 
certain; and therefore the Vertues of all 
great Compofitions is very uncertain, and 
only found out by Experience, which alone 
teaches us the Vertues of Mithridate : 
Treacle, &c. Jn thefe confufed Compo- 
fitions, the Tafte of the Simples is altered, 
and no particular Tafte is difcernible: 
therefore each particular Tafte has its Na- 
ture and Vertue altered by the Fermen- 
tation, which happens in fuch Mixtures ; 
and alfo by the Contrariety of one Tafte
